CHRISTIAN_ READER. 


HE beſt learned, and wiſeſt Philoſophers, having 

[ received no taſte or light of the Goſpel of Chriſt, 

= .. but only being led and direfed by Nature and Rea- 
ſon, held this for a Principle among themſelves, that MAN 
was not born to himſelf only, but was framed of Nature 
ſuch an excellent Creature as he is, to that end, that he 
might imploy thoſe ſingular gifts wherewith he is beautified, 
as Wiſdom, Reaſon, Memory, Diſcretion, and Judgment, not 
only to his own private commodity, but alſo to the profit of 
his Country, and others. This good opinion ingraffed in their 
minds by Nature, delivered from one to anather by Inſtru- 
Hion, and ſo. from time to time continued among themſelves 
by conſent : cauſed the beſt able Men among them, ſuch as 
God and Nature had plemifully endued with knowledge and 
underſtanding, to leave ſuch worthy Monuments as they 
did to Poſterity as Plato, and Tully, good Rules of life 
and government. Ariſtotle, the hidden ſecrets of Philo- 


ſophy.: * Ptolomy, the bigh myſteries of Aftronomy ; Eu- 


clyde, he infallible Principles of Geometry. Varro, the

neceſſary obſervations of Husbandry, 8c. Out of the which, 
ſo great commodities in all Ages have been reaped, ( and as 
occaſion and good wits have [ovd) have alſo from time 40 
time been encreaſed. If this Principle of theirs be found 
| and true ( as indeed I take it to be ) then of conſequence, one 
other depending upon the ſame, muſt needs be as true, and 
that is bs : That thoſe Men do neareſt approach to the Rule 
of uncorrupt Nature,and do beft deſerve of a Common-wealth, 
whoſe labours and travails are beſtowed on thoſe things which 
tend to the beſt end. For by the conſideration of. the end 
whereunt each thing leadeth, the goodneſs and excellency of 
the thing it ſelf is ute known and efteemed. As for example: 
If beall} either maintained, or recovered be good : then Phy. 
fick, whoſe chief end is to maintain and recover health, muſt 
needs be good alſo. If good government publickly, and peace- 
able enjoying of our own privately, be a good thing, and to be 
commended © then the Law, for that it reſpeReth Juſtice in 
all afAions, and quietneſs, as his chief end, muſt needs like- 
wiſe be good,and deſerve the like commendation. And as there 
be many things, which for this ſelf. ſame Reaſon that Fhave 
wow alledged, are to be accounted good, and praiſe-worthy 
in their kind : So, I think there is no man ſo far from Rea- 
ſon, but that he ſeeth, by the ſelf ſame Argument it muſt 
needs be inforced, that though many Arts and $ ciences be 
good, for that their ends be good: yet ſome one there is, that 
is to be accounted as beſt, for that its end is beſl, The chief 
end of Man in this World, what it is, © think no Chriſtian 
man ſo flenderly inſirufed, that he maketh any doubt thereof. 
For 
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For the very Philoſophers themſelves, of whom I ſpake be: 
fore, were fully reſolved, | that it was to live well and vertu- 
ouſly, aud affirmed, that (whereas other Creatures are made 
groveling, and ſlill beholding the ground as they go) Man was 
—_ framed ſireight and upright, that he might always 
behold Heaven and heavenly things, and ſo by the very ſhape 
his body and countenance ſa put in mind —__ f 
that albeit he were here for a ſeaſon, as a wandring Pilgrim 
upon earth, yet his end-was, to be a free Citizen, and an in- 
heritor of Heaven above : And as they by Reaſon and Con- 
jefure. were led'ſo to-think: ſowe by Fxith, and expreſs 
Commandment,. aremoved, ſo ſiedfaſily to believe. If then 
the knowledge of God and heavenly things, be the chiefeſt 
end and mark whereat man ought to ſhoot, it muſt needs be 
concluded, that thoſe Mens ſtudies and labours deſerve the 
greateſt praiſe, which are employed 0 the attaining 'and di- 
refling of others thereunto. Wherein, as God in all Ages 
hath always ſlirred up ſome , who have taken great pains 
therein, .to the publick, commodity" of others: :-\\ So, in m 
ſimple judgment, either this preſent Work, neither the \Au- 
thor thereof deſerverh the leaſt commendation. And albeit 
I wot full well, that ſo the Work it ſelf be good,'it is not great- 
ly material what the Workman be : yet, like as good Wine is 
then beſt, when-it is drunk out of a clean Veſſel;and good Meat 
then moſt delighteth, when the Dreſſer thereof is cleanly : 
So this Book, which of it ſelf, I doubt not, to be ſuch, that

Of the LIVES of the 
PATRIARCHS, PROPHETS, 


ArosTLEs, and other Hory Mezn. 


EX ARON was the Son of Amram, and 
ay Brother to Moſes, and of the Tribe of 
£2 Levi. His Mothers Name was Foche- 
bed, Siſter to Gaath, the Father of 4m- 
ram, He was appointed of God to be 
Moſes Interpreter, and alſo his-Prophet, 


to pour out his plagues upon him. He took E/iſaba the 
daughter of 4minadabof theTribe of Faaa,to wife. Hewas 
the firſt High-prieſt of the Fews. And left(with Hur)to go- 
vern the People in the abſence of eMoſes, while he was in 
the Mount with God, And in the mean time thePeople(be- 


ing yet infected with the Idolatry of Fgypr) cried out a- 


gainſt Aaroz to make them gods togo before them. Then 


"Aaron (perceiving the People inclined to Idolatry, and 


alſo thinking they woulg rather forgothe ſame, than to 
forſake their precious Jewels) ſaid unto them : Pluck 
off the golden Ear-rings in the earsof your Wives, your 
Sons, and of your Daughters, and bring them to me. 
The people did {o,and 4479, made thereof a Calf, Which 
when the people ſaw and beheld, they were exceeding

=" whattime as God ſent Moſes toPharaoh,

glad. And began now to worſhip and honour the Calf as 


a god, skipping ant dancing for joy. But the Lord 

above, beholding their wickedneſs, told it ro Moſes, and

with the Tables of God in his hand, and drawing near 
to the Hoſt, he ſaw the Calt,.and the people dancing. 
before it. Which ſight ſo kindled the wrath of Moſes and 
grieved his-heart ſo fore, that he threw the Tables out 
of his hands, took the Calf and burat it in the F.re, and. 
ſtampt it all into powder and aſhes, which he threw in- 
tothe water, and forced the Peopleto drink it. Then he 
demanded of _Aaroz, what the people did to him, that he 
had brought lo great a ſin upon them. 4aroz ſaid : Ler 


not the wrath of my Lord wax fierce, thou knoweſt the. 


people that they are ſet on miſchief. For they ſaid un- 
to me, make us gods to go before us, for we wot not 
what is become of Moſes, the Man that brought us out of 
Egypt. Then lrequired to have'their Gold and Jewels, 
which they brought unto me,and Idid caſt them into the 
Fire, and thereof came out this Calf. Moſes then under- 
ſtanding the matter, commanded the Children of Levi to 
fall upon theldolaters,and ſlew of them about three thou- 


ſand perfons. After this, it came topals that Aaron and: 


Miriem his Siſter, did grudge againſt their Brother Moſes 


becauſe he had taken an Erh:opzan to Wife, ſaying on this. 


wiſe: Hath the Lord indeed ſpoken only through Mo- 
ſes? and hath he not ſpoken alſo by us? The Lord not 


content with this their contemning of Moſes authority, 


was ſore difpleaſed, and ſtroke Miriam with a foul Le- 
proſie. Which fo much diſcomforted 4aron,to lee his Si- 
ſer ſofoully arrayed and dishgured;that he humbled him- 
ſelf to Moſes, and ſaid: Alas my Lord, I beſeech thee 
put not the fin upon us, which we have fooliſhly com- 
mitted and ſinned. Oh,let her not be as one dead,of whom 


the fleſh 1s half conſumed, when: he 'cometh out of his. 


Mothers womb. And ſo thorow {aron's intreaty, Mo- 


ſes prayed unto God, and Miriam was healed. Finally, 


when Aaroz had lived one hundred twenty three Years, he 


died in MountHoz,as the Lord had foretold. And his Son- 


Eleazay ſucceeded in his room, Aaron, 4 Teacher. 


Abakuck 


P2ophets, Apokles, 8c. 
He propheſied of the taking of Jer»ſalem, by Nabuthodr- 
woſt. This Prophet(on a time) had prepared pottage and 
other vicuals for the Harveſt-folks. And going to the 
fields, ro bring the fame to the Reapers, an Angel of 
God ſpake unto him, and faid: Go, and carry the meat 
_ that thou haſt prepared into Babylon, and give it to Da- 
niel, which is in the Lyons Den. O Lord (quoth he) I 
never ſaw Babylon, and as for the Den, I know it nor. 
With that, the Angel caught up the Prophet by the top 
of his head, and bare him to Babylon, and ſet him upon 
the Den. Then Abakuck cried to Dariel, and ſaid: O 
Daniel, thou ſervant of the Lord, take here the break- 
faſt that God hath ſent thee; D«»e/ hearing the voice of 
Abskuck, rejoyced greatly, and ſaid: O Lord, haſt thou 
thought upoa me? Well, thou never faileſt them that 
love thee. And fo he roſe up and did eat of fuch things as 
the Prophet had brought him. 'Andiimmediately, after 
that Daniel had eaten, the Angel ſet 4bzcack in his place 
again. Abakuck, a Wraftley.

Abedmelech was a Moriaz born, and Chamberlain jer 


to Zedekia King of Juda, This Man had (6 great a 
contidence in God and love to his Prophets, that when he 
ſaw Jeremy (0 evil intreated,he went to the King and be- 
fought his Grace,that Jeremy the Prophet might be taken 
out of the filthy Dungeon whereinto he was caft, leſt he 
there ſhould periſh and dye for hunger. And ſo obtaining 
the Kings good will,he took his Men and went to the Pri- 
{on where Feremy lay,and threw-down unto him old rags

He walked not in the ſteps of Davia, but followed the 

ways of his Father before him. Yet (notwithſtanding) 

for David's. ſake, God gave him alight, that is to ſay, a 

Son to Raign over. Fuda. He overcame Feroboaw: in 

Battel with an Army of four hundred thouſand, not- 

withſtanding the other had twice ſo many choſen and 

picked Men. Of the which, 46:4 flew five hundred thou- 
ſand,and weakned the power of 7eroboar fo ſore, that he 
was never able to recover his ſtrength again, ſo long as 
4bia raigned. This King had xiv. Wives, by whom he had 

XX11. Sons, and xvi. Daughters. He raigned but three 

years, and was buried in the City of Davza. 

3 King, 14, Abta, the Son of feroboam, being ſick on a time, his 
Father called the Queen his Wite unto him, and bad her 
diſguiſe her ſelf,chat 1n no wile ſhe might be known what 
Woman ſhe was. And ſo gothy way (quoth he) to. Silo, 
and there ſhalt thou find the Prophet of Gad, called 4a, 
which told me..(long, before Su/omoy dyed) that I ſhould

be King of 7/r4c/. Make ſpeed and take a Preſent with 
thee; and learn of him what ſhall become of the Child. 
The Queen did then as ſhe was commanded, but all 
was in vain. For God had revealed the matter unto the 
Prophet before the woman came. Inſomuch, that as 
ſoon as the blind old man heard the noiſe of her com- 
ing and entring in at the door, he ſaid: Come in thou 
wife of Jeroboam,why haſt thou diſguiſed and feigned thy 
ſelf to be another woman? Thou art come to receive 
ſome comfort for thy ſon which lyeth ſick, but I am 
commanded to tell thee heavy and forrowful things. It 
repenteth the Lord that he hath exalted Feroboam, and 
rent the Kingdom from the houſe of David, and given 
it to him, foraſmuch as he hath forſaken the Lord, and 
not followed him in his heart as David did, but hath made 
him gods of his own : therefore'the Lord hath deter- 
mined to bring ſuch a plague uponthe houle and poſterity 
of Jeroboam, that he will not leave one alive to make 
water againſt the wall: Wherefore now get thee home, 
| andas ſoon as thy foot ſhall enter into the City, the child 
ſhall die, and all I/-ae/ ſhall lament him and bring him to 
his Sepulcher. And fo ſhall none of the houſe of ?erobo- 
am thy husband enjoy the honout of his burial, but only 
this child, becauſe the Lord ſaw in him ſome goodneſs 
toward. And ſo when the Prophet had done ſpeaking the 
wife of Peroboam roſe up and returned home to her houſe, 
and found her ſon dead, as the Prophet had foretold.

Then, being comforted of David, 


he abode with him, and was his Prieſt and Counſellor, 
ſo long as he reigned. Bur in the end of Davias raign, 


- he conſented with Advnijah (who had exalted himſelf) to 


ſtabliſh him inthe Kingdom, after the death of David. 
But Solomon ( being proctaimed, and the other depoſed ) 
as ſoon as he was poſſefſed, deprived 4biathar and pla- 
ced Seavck in his room: And fo was the word of the 
Lord fulfilled, which he had ſpoken before, concerning 
the houſe of EZ, for 4biathar was the laft of that line. 
Abiathar, Father of the Remnant, or excellent Father. 


Abtgail, the wife of Nba! the Carmelite, was a wo- 
man not only beautiful, but of a ſingular wiſdom with- 
al. For when her husbands denial to Davids men for 
ſuſtenance in their maſters neceflity was told her, ſhe 
then ( conſidering the great diſpleaſure that might ariſe of 
the occaſion offered) haſted to load her Aﬀes with ſundry 
kind of vicuals, ſending them forth before her, and fol- 
lowing after with (peed : And as ſhe was going, the pro- 
vidence of God was fo, that ſhe met David by the way, 


' upon the ſide of an hill coming to Carmel, determined 


utterly to have deſtroyed her husband,and all that he had 
by the dawning of the day following. Thea ſhe (perceiv- 
ing the fury of David) lighted down from her Aﬀe,falling 
flat on the ground before him, and fo began her petition, 
which was ſo pithily framed and done, that in the end 
ſhe pacihed his wrath, and ſtayed his hands from ſhed- 
ing of bloud that day, for the which ſhe was highly com- 
mended and praiſed of David, who gently receiving her 
preſent, did clearly remit thechurliſh behaviour of 'a- 
bal her husband for her ſake. Which being granted 
the took her leaye-and returned again; But when the

came home, and found Naba! her husband fo far over-

Abimelech, King of the Philiftines, was a man ge, 10, 


which had the fear of God before his eyes, as it may ap- 
pear in the ftory of 4braham, by his godly entertain- 
ment of his. wife, whom he took to be his very ſiſter and 
not his wife, as they had both confeſſed-unto him. And 
having a mind to the woman, he took her from 4bra- 
ham, 1ntending to have joyned with herin marriage,and: 
not for any ſinful deſire. But when ( by the voice of God) 
he knew the was 4braham's wife indeed; and he a Pro- 
phet,and his houſe fore plagued for her ſake, he was right 
forry for that he had done, and al{odifpleaſed with 46ra-- 
ham for ſo diſſembling with him in ſo-weighty a caule,. 
conſidering the diſhoneſty. that: might have happened: 
unto his wife by ſome of -his men, and the peril of Gods. 


indignation on him and on his kingdom for.the ſame: 


yet notwithſtanding, when he knew the cauſe of 4bra- 
hems diſſembling, he poſſeſt him with cattel, ſervants, . 
and money, and delivered Sarah his wife. unto him a- 
gains

gain, giving him alſo free liberty, to dwell and inha- 
bite where be would, - within the precin& of his domi- 
nion. Then Abraham prayed unto God for Abimelech, 
at whoſe petition the Lord removed his plague from the 
houle of Abimelech, fo that the women conceived and 
brought forth children, as before they had done. The like 
ſtory is of Iſazc, Chap. xxvi. Abimelech, The Kings 
Father, or a Father of Counſel, or the chief King. - 


Abimelech, the ſon of 7ernbbaz/, - ( otherwiſe Gede- 
0x ) was a wicked Tyrant, and a proud ambitious co- 
vetous man. For when his Father was dead, he ( to be 
King of Iſrael ) conſulted with all his mothers kindred to 
perſ[wade the people that it was better to have one man 
to reign over them, than all the ſons of Fer#bbaal ( which 
were Ilxx.perſons in number.) And alfo to conſider that he 
was of their fleſh and bloud, as well as the other were, 
which matter being moved to the people, they all conſen- 
ted tocleaveto 4bimelech, and to make him their King 
and Governour. And that he ſhould be the better aſſured 
of their good wills and obedient hearts, they gave unto 
hima great ſumof money, with the which he hired a 
{fort of light brain'd fellows. And firſt of all, went to-his 
fathers houſe, and ſlew all his brethren, fave 7othax the 
youngeſt, whoeſcaped his bloudy hands and fled. But by 
that he had raign'd two or three years, the fire of hatred be- 
gan ſoto kindle between him and the Szchemites, withthe 
houſe of Melo(who had preterr'd him before to the King- 
dom ) that atlength it burſt out into lo great a flame,that 
it could not be quenched, till chance of war made an 
end of the Tyrant: for in the end ( after divers vicories ) 
he forced the Sichemites to take the ſtrong Tower of The- 
bez fortheir refuge, and coming nigh to the ſame,to have 
ſet it on fire, a certain woman threw down a piece of 
a Milſtone upon his head, and brake his Skull to the 
brain: who then ( feeling himſelf fore wounded ) ng

his ſervant, and bad him draw out his Sword, and rid 
him out of his life, that it ſhould not hereafter be repor- 
ted, thata Woman had killed him,and fo his ſervant flew

David took the Ark of God, and had it from thence to 
the houſe.of Obed.

He was ſo grieved with the ſpiteful rebukes 
and railings of Shimei, which he made againſt his Uakle 
David in his adverſity, that (af David had not ſtaid him) 
he would have made Shimei ſhorter by the head than he 
was. By his great ſirength and hardineſs he reſcued »r. 
David out of the hands -of a monſtrous Gyant (the Iron 23: 
of whoſe Spear weighed three hundred Sicles) and flew 
the Giant, with three hundred Philitines more, for the 
which, he is counted as chief among the three Worthies 
belonging to David.

Abner, the Son of Ner, was Captain-General o- , «,,, 
ver the Hoſt of King Saul, by whoſe wiſdome, man- 
hood, and fidelity, the Houſe - Saul was chiefly held up

Achan, was the ſon of Charmy,and of the Tribe of Judz, 
who being at the winning of the City of Jericho,and hear- 
ing Joſ#« pronounce the City and all things therein to be 
excommunicate, and accurſed of the Lord, took notwith- 
ſtanding, certain jewels of the ſame and hid them privily 
under the ground in his tent. Then after, when Joſuz 
went about the taking of Haz,and had ſent three thouſand 
ſouldiers to win it, the men of Haz iflued out of the ci- 
ty and ſlew thirty and fix of the Iſraelites, and chaſed 
thereſt back again, whereat Joſ#s was ſo diſcomfited 
that he rent his clothes, and called on God, to know the 
cauſe of their overthrowing, who made him anſwer that 
Iſrael could not ſtand before the men of Haz, foraſ- 
much as ſome of them had tranſgreſſed his command- 
ment, and told him the way and means how he ſhould

and cauſe of this plague, he laid on E/iz the Prophet, 
and ſought by all. means how to deſtroy him.

Randing God gave: him a marvellous victory of Benha- 
aad King of Syrza ( who had in his company, thirty two 
Kings) with whom he fought twice and beat him, and

Finally, it came in the miad of 
22,cap. ÞAchab to go into Syria, to recover the City of Ramoth, 
which he claimed by inheritance. And truſting more to 
the counſel of four hundred falſe Prophets, than he did 
to Micajah, thetrue Prophet of God : he took his journey 
towards Ramath, and being in battel againſt his ene- 
mies the Sy7iazs, he was ſhot with. an arrow ſtan- 
ding in his Chariot,of the which ſtroke he died. And then 
when his Chariot was had to the pool of Semaris to.be 
waſhed, the dogs licked up the bloud that ran thorow 
the Chariot, and ſo was the word of the Lord fulblled, 
which he had ſpoken before concerning the ſame.

Fulithy: —Achioz, was Captain and governour of all the Amme- 
nites under Holofernzes, and had the ſpirit of Prophecie 
ſo plentiful in him, that when Holofernes demanded 
what manner of people the Jews were, he ſtepped forth 
before him and ſaid : If it pleaſe thee (O Prince) I will 
tell thee of a truth what they be. They are a people which 
came of the generation of the Chaldces, and becauſe they 
would nat ſerve their gods, nor yet follow their cu- 

- Roms, they went and dwelt firſtin Meſopotemis, wor- 


ſhip- 
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ſhipping one God that made Heaven and Earth, at whoſe 
commandment they went from thence, and dwelt in the 


Land of Canaan, where in procels fell ſo great a Dearth, 
that then from Canaey they went down to Egypr, 


and dwelt among the Egyprians four hundred, Years: 


In the which ſpace they grew to a mighty number, and 
were ſore oppreſſed of the King of that Land, but aſſoon 
as they cryed to their God for help, he ſent down ſuch 
Plagues upon the King and all his Land, that he was 
fain to ſuffer them to depart ; yet when they were 
gone, and the Plague ceaſed, he then purſued, to have 
brought them back again into: bondage: But GOD 
perceiving his People to be 1n a ſtreight, opened the Sea 
before them, and brought them thorow on dry ground, 
and cloſed the Sea upon their Enemies, and ſo drowned 
Pharaoh with all his Hoſt. And now being pafſed the 
red -Sea, they came to the Wilderneſs of Mount S:- 
ai, where the Waters being bitter, he made them 
ſweet, and fed them Forty Years with Meat from 
Heaven. They had ſuch power from their God, that they 
caſt out before them the GCanaanites, the Perifites, 
the 7ebuſites and: the Hittites, with many great Na- 
tions more. For ſo long as they ſtood in awe of their 
God, and did not offend him; ſo long was no Nation 
ever able to moleſt or hurt them. Bur if (at any time) 


they declined from his will and Ordinance, then were - 


they quickly deſtroyed in Battel, and brought to capti- 
vity and bondage. Wherefore (O Prince) let inquiſitt- 
on now be made, whether they have offended their God 
or no; andif they have, then let us go againſt them, for 
God ſhall deliver them into thy hand : But if they have 
_ notdiſpleaſed their God, he will ſodefend them, that we

pleaſe him, but let him alone,and do what he would. And 
ſo Adonijah proceeded in his purpoſe, and by the counſel of 
2oab the Captain, and Abiathar the Prieſt (who took 
his part) he made a great ſacrifice of. Sheep and Oxen, 
whereunto he called his Brethren, and alſo the Kings ſer- 
vants, who eating and drinking before him with great 
rejoycing, ſaid: God ſave King Adonijah. But afſoon as 
David had knowledge of Bathſheba Solomoy's Mother,and 
Nathan the Prophet,how all the caſe ſtood, he command- 
ed Sadovck the Prieſt, and Nathay, to anoint Solomon, 
and to ſet Him upon his own. Mule, and ſo to: go 
forth and proclaim- him King. Which news was no

he would be quiet, anda good Man. And ſo being par- 
doned, he departed quietly home. to his houſe. But af- 
ter this, when. David his Father was dead, Adonijah (ca- 
ſting his favour upon Abiſhag the Shanamite) went to 
Bathſheba, Solomon's Mother, requeſting Her to ſpeak. 
unto the King, that he would give him A4biſbag to Wife. 
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Then So/omoz hearing his Mothers requeſt, perceived - 


that 4doxij4h (being the Elder brother )went about to aſ- 
pire to the Kingdom,. wherefore. to prevent his purpoſe, 
he put him to death. Adonijah,the Lords the ruler. 


Adonibeſeck, King of the. Canaanites, was of ſuch 
might and power, that he ſubdued ſeventy Kings, who 
being all brought into his Court, He cut off their 
Thumbs and great Toes, and made them gather their 
meat under. his Table, which great. cruelty he ſhew- 
. ed unto them,. being puft up with pride. and: oſtentation 
of his victory. This wicked King chanced to reign over 
the Canaanites, whenJudah had the governing of the Hoſt 
of Iſrael, againſt whom F«dah began his Conqueſt, and 
ſlew the Ganaanztes, and put Adonibeſeck to flight, but

being ſore purſued, the Men of Judah took him, and cut: - 


off both his thumbs and great toes, which thing the Ty- 
rant confeſſed himſelf by and by. to be the juſt judg- 
ment of God, for as he had done to others, ſo had he wor- 
thily received again. And ſo. he was carried to Jeruſa- 
lem, and there dyed. Adonibeſeck, the Lords Thunder. 


Ad2amelech, the: Son of. Sexacherib King of. /ſ- 
ſpria, with his Brother. Sareſa, ſlew their Father in the

Aduram was Receiver of all Rehoboaws Tribute, 
and being (egt inCommiſſion to pacikie the People which 
were divided and fallen from the King, they (for hatred 
they bare to Rehoboam) took this Man, and ſtoned him to 
death. Aduram, Their Cloak,ov their power, or greatneſs. 


Agag was a very fat Man, and King of the 4ma- 
lekites, which Nation God had commanded to be ut- 
terly deſtroyed. And becauſe King Sau! had reſerved 
Agag alive, and not killed him with the reſt, the Lord 
was grievoully diſpleaſed with Su/, and would not 
ſuffer 4gag fo to eſcape, but ſent Samuel to execute his 
judgment upon him, who calling for 4gag, he came out 
unto him very pleaſantly, fearing nothing leſs, but that 
all bitterneſs of death had been paſt; bat contrary to his 
expeRation, Samuel ſaid unto him: As thy ſword hath 


made Women childleſs, ſo ſhall chy Mother be 


leſs among other women ; and with that he fell upon 
24g, ahd hewed him in pieces before the Lord-in Giz- \ 


gal. Apgag, 4n Hoaſe, or cellar. 


Agabus was a certain Prophet, which came 
from Feruſalew to Antioch, where he prophelied of a 


great dearth that ſhould be thorowout all the World, / 


which came to paſs (as this Prophet had faid ) in 
the Emperour Clandius's days. Alſo while Paul lay 
at Ceſarea in the Houſe of Ph//ip the Evangeliſt pur- 
poſing to keep his Journey to Jeruſalem, this Prophet 
chancing to come thither, took Pauls girdle, and there- 
withall bound his own hands and feet, ſaying : Thus 
faith the Holy Ghoſt, ſo ſhall the Fews at feruſalem 
bind the Man that oweth this girdle, and ſhall deliver 


him into 'the hands of the Geprr/es.

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Agar was Handmaid to Sarah, Abraham's Wife, Gen. 16, 


which Sarah (being long barren and childleſs) gave 4- 
gar her Maid unto Abraham to be his Wife, who being 
conceived, and feeling her (elf with Child, began to de- 
ſpiſe and ſet light by S4r4h her Miſtreſs,for the which Sa- 
rah complained to Abraham her Husband,who giving her 
power to correct the Maid at her pleaſure, the began to 
deal ſo roughly with Agar, that in no wile ſhe would 


abide it, but ran away 1nto the Wilderneſs, and fitting 


there beſide a Fountain of Water(aot knowing whither 
to go) an Angel appeared unto her, and ſaid : Agar, from 
whence comelt thou? and whither intendeft thou to go ? 
I flee (faid Agar) from Sarah my Miſtreſs, who deal- 


eth ſo hardly with me, that I am even weary of my life. 


Well (laid the Angel) return to thy Dame again, 
and ſubmit thy ſelf under her hands, for the Lord will 
ſo encreaſe thy ſeed, that it ſhall not be numbred for 
multitude: Thou art with child, and ſhalt bear a Son, 
whoſe Name ſhall be I/pmae/. Then Ygar (giving God 
thanks for his conſolation introuble) 'returned home a- 
gain to Sarah her Miſtreſs, ſubmitting her felf unto her, 
and in proceſs of time brought forth ther ſon I/þmae/, as 
the Angel had ſaid. But when it pleaſed God to-vilit 
Sarah, that ſhe conceived and brought forth Iſaac, a-new 
contention aroſe between Sarah ws. eApar for their chil- 


dren : for Sarah perceiving Iſhmael to be a mocker and'

Aggeus was one of the Twelve Prophets which 
prophefied in the time of Zorobabel, King of the 
7ews, and rebuked them for that they were ſlack in 
the work of the Lord. Aggeus, Solemn feſtival, or 
winding and turning himſelf. 


Agrippa was a certain King, who (as Pazl re- 
porteth) had good knowledge in the Law and Prophets, 
but underſtood not the true applying of the ſame: 
Which King (on a time) came to Geſarea to ſee Feſtus 


-and to welcome him into the Country, who was then 


but newly entred into his office. And being there a good 
while with Feftas, and hearing of him what a-do there 
was about Paul, whom the Fews had accuſed unto 
him, was much deſirous to ſee the Man, and to hear 
him ſpeak. Whereupon the next day following, Paul 
was brought into the common Hall before Agrippe, 
and other Magiſtrates of the City there aſſembled to 
hear his cauſe. And when Fes had declared for what 


purpoſe he had brought forth Pau/, that after examina- 
tion had, he might have ſomewhat of certainty to write 
to Ceſar, to whom Paul had appealed, Agripps per- 
mitted the Priſoner to ſpeak, and to ſay what he could 
for himſelf, Who then ſo approved his innocency by

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rehearſing his -converſation before the audience, that 
(interrupting him) confefſled and ſaid unto 
Paul : Thou haſt almoſt perſmwaded me to become a Chri- 
ſian, _ And when the Priſoner had ended his diſcourſe, 
the King aroſe and all the Court, among whom was 
much ſecret talk of Paul, and for a final ſentence, 
Aprippa ſaid unto Feſtus: I ſee no worthy cauſe of death

very low: And yet in all his adverſity would he not once 
lift up his heart to call upon God for his aid and help, but 
( contrary ..to the Prophets admonition,) ſought for the 
ſuccour of Man, ſpoiling the Temple of God, and ſen- 
ding the Treaſure thereof to Thig/arh Pileſer King of 4ſ- 
ſyria,to come and deliver him out of trouble ; by whoſe 
coming, 4haz was nothing the more ſtrengthned, but 
rather troubled and hindered.

Yea, 
heabhorred Idolatry ſo much, that he would not ſuffer it 
unpuniſhed in his own Mother, but put her from her E- 
ſtate, becauſe ſhe had made an Idol in a Grove, which 
he burnt, and caſt the Aſhes into the Brook Cedron. And 
for his upright heart, the Lord ſent peace and quietneſs 
in all his Land, by the ſpace of ten years: In the which 
time of reſt, he built Cittes and Holds, and made his 
Realm very ſtrong. Atlaſt, it fortiined the King of E- 
thiopia to come againſt him with an Hoſt of ten hundred 
thouſand, and three hundred Chariots, whereas the o- 
ther had but half ſo many. Then 4ſa putting his hope in 
God, made firſt his prayers to him on this wile: * O Lord 
<it isno hard thingwith thee, to helpeither by many or by 
«few, help us therefore, O Lord our God, for we truſt to 
« thee,and in thy name we go againſt this multitude,thou 
* art the Lord our God, and no man ſhall prevail againſt 
© thee. And after he had ended his prayer,he weat and joy- - 
ned battel with his enemies,8 the Lord overthrew them, 
and left not one undeſtroyed. After this,it chanced Baaſhs 
King of Iſrae/ to invade him, of whom 4ſe was fo afraid, 
that he fetcht out of the Houſe of the Lord muck Trea- 
ſure,' and ſent it to Bexhadad King of: Syria, deſiring 
him to break his League with Baaſhs, that he might de- 
part out of his Land. And when Basſha had broke up his 
Camp, and was gone to reſilt Beyhadaa (which had got

ſoners, which he had taken in the Land of Judas, and fo re:

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ry) went home to his Houſe, and ſet open the Window 
of his Chamber toward Fersſalem, and fell down 
upon his Knees to- give thanks and praiſe unto 
God, as his cuſtome was three times a day to do. 
And thus making his prayers and ſupplication to his 
God, his Adverſaries came upon him and found him, 
whereupon they weat to the King and ſaid: Haſt thou 
not ſealed a Decree, that whoſoever: ſhall make re- 
queſt to any God or Man within thirty days fave to thee 
(O King) ſhall be caſt into the Den of Lions? True it is, 
quoth the King,and it cannot be broken. Then ſaid they : 
This Daniel one of thy Priſoners of Fuda, regardeth 
neither thee nor thy ſtatute, but /maketh his Petition 
thrice a day unto his God. When the King heard this, he 
was fore diſpleaſed in himſelf, and {ought by all means 
_ to have excuſed. Daxiel, and when he ſaw no intreaty 
would fetve, nor any way be found toalter the Law, he 
ſuffered Danze! to be caſt'down to the Lions, which were 
ſeven in number, and were kept faſting that day from 
' their ordinary diet, to the intent they ſhould have de- 
voured- Daniel : But, God /had ſo ſtopped the mouths 
and fury of the Lyons, that they did him no harm, and 
left he ſhould periſh there for hunger, God ſent his Pro- 


phet 4bakuck with Meat and Drink to feed him, and 


alſo moved the King's heart to take ſuch care for Danze, 
that the ſeventh day after, he went to the Den to ſee if 
he were alive or dead, and*finding him not periſhed, 
but whole and ſound, he rejoyced greatly, and cauſed 
Das:el to be taken out,and his Accuſers with their Wives 
and Children caſt down among the fierce greedy Lyons, 
who tore them all in pieces before they came at the 
ground.

Coat, in token that he might have killed him. And yet 
after thar, it ſore repented him that he had done ſo much 
injury unto his Soveraign Lord and Maſter , although 
he was his moſt grievous enemy, and every hour ſought 
his death. Alſo,when he came into the Hoſt of $4an/and 
found the King and his Mea faſt aſleep, he would not 
for his own private cauſe (though Fehs ſlew two Kings

Pemetrius: This Man was a Silverſmith by his 
occupation dwelling at Epheſus, which made' filver 
Shrines and Tabernacles for Dia»s the Goddefs. And 
foraſmuch as Paz! ( by the ſpace of two years) had 
preached there, againſt Images made with Man's hand, 
ſaying that they were no Gods : He (leſt his profit 
ſhould decay) called rogether all fuch as had advantage 
by making Images of Diana, and all Craftſmen od 
rac 
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the ſame occupation, who he knew would favour his 
cauſe, and began to ſay unto them on this wiſe: Ma- 
ſters, ye know that by this Craft we have our living : 
moreover ye ſee and hear, that not only at Epheſus, 
but almoſt thorowout all 4fis, this Paul hath perſwa- 
ded and turned away much People, ſaying, That they 
be no Gods which are made with hands. So that not 
only this our Craft cometh into peril, and to be ſer 
at naught : But alſo that the Temple of the great God- 
dels Diana ſhould be deſpiſed, and her magniticence de- 
ſtroyed, which all 4/i« and the World worſhippeth. With 
this ſeditious Oration made by Demetrius, the People 
were in ſuch a fury, that they cryed out, ſaying: Great 
is Diana of the Epheſians, and with that, ruſhed into: 
the common Hall with one affent, where they (miffing of 
Paul) caught two of his companions, in the which rage, 
ſome cryed one thing, and. ſhme another, and were ſo- 
far out of order, that the moſt part knew not the.cauſe: 
of their concourſe together, fo that with great difficul- 
ty, the matter was pacified. Read the ſtory of 4lexan- 
aer the 7ew, born in the (ame place. 


DPemetrius : This was a faithful Chriſtian, ha- pa 


ving for a teſtimony thereof a good report as well of 
Paul himſelf as of all other to: be an earneſt favourer 
of the Goſpel of Chriſt.

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Eleazar, was one of the principal Scribes among 
the Jews, and an aged Man, of a well favoured counte- 
nance, who {when rhat cruel King 4ntiochus had ſent 
his Commiſſioners to compel the ews to tranſgreſs 
the Laws of their God) was conſtrained to gape with 
open mouth, and to eat Swines fleſh, but he deſiring 
rather todye grievouſly, than to live with hatred, offered 
himſelf willingly tothe torment, and ſpit it out. Then 
they that had the charge of the Kings wicked a, for the 
old friendſhip of the Man, took him aſide privily, and 
prayed him that he would take ſuch fleſh as was law- 
tul tocat, and diſſemble as though he had eaten even of 
the things appointed by the King, even the fleſh of the 
Sacrifice; that in ſo doing, he might be delivered from 
death, and that for the old friendſhip that was among 
them, he would receive this favour. But he began to 
conſider diſcreetly, and as became his age, and the ex- 
cellency of his ancient years, and the honor of his gra 
hairs, whereunto he was come, and his moſt honeſt 
converſation from his childhood , but chiefly the holy 
Law, made and given by God: therefore he anſwered 
them accordingly, and willed them ſtraightways to 
ſend him to the grave : for it becometh not our age 
(faid he) to diſſemble, 'whereby many young Perſons 
might think that Eleazar being 90. years old, were 
now gone to another manner of life. And ſo thorow 
mine hypocrifie (for a little time of a tranſitory life) they 
might be deceived by me, and I ſhould procure male- 
diction and reproach to mine old age. For though I were 
now delivered from the torments of Men, yet could I 
not eſcape the hand of the Almighty, neither alive nor 
dead. Wherefore I will now change this life manfully, 
and will. ſhew myſelf ſuch. as mine age requireth. And 
ſo will leave a notable example for ſuch as be young,to die 
willingly & couragiouſly, for the. honorable & holy laws :

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and when he had faid theſe words, immediately he 
went to torment.

of, and ſaw him no more. Then E/jſews rent his own 
Cloak in two pieces, and took up Elijah's Mantle, 
which he had let fall from him, and returned to the bank: 
of fordan and (mote the Waters, ſaying : Where is the 
Lord God of Elijah, and he himſelf? and at the ſecond 
ſmiting, the Waters divided, ſo that he went over on 
dry Land to the other ſide again. Then the Chil- 
dren of the Prophets perceiving the Spirit of 'E/;jah to 
be upon Eliſexs, came and fell down before him, ſaying : 
We doubt leſt the Spirit of the Lord hath taken thy Ma- 
ſter and caſt him upon ſome Mountain, therefore let us 
ſend forth our Men to go and feek him. But Eliſems 
(knowing afſuredly that he was taken unto God) willed 
them not todo ſo: 'yet they, nor thetewithall ſatisfied, 
intreated him ſo much till he was aſhamed, and fo let 
them go. And when they had ſought three days and three 
nights and could not find him, they returned to E/+ 
ſexs, who ſaid unto them : Did not I ſay, ye ſhould 
not find him?

the Pottage and came and ſhred them 1nto the Pot of Pottage. And 
ſivcet. when the Children of the Prophets had tafted-a little 
of the Pottage, they (fearing leſt they had been'poiſon- 
ed) cryed out, ſaying: O thou Man' of God, there is 
deathinthe Pot. Then the Prophet called for Meal; and 
threw it into the Pot, and all was well, and no more 
harm 1n the Pot. | 
A certain Man (the dearth being great in the Land) 
came from Baal $haliſa, and brought to Eliſeus twenty 
Barley-loaves of the firſt-fruits of his new Corn, the 
hens which he commanded his Man to give to the People to 
The Loves fatisfie their hunger. How ſhall I (ſaid he) ſer this before 
cobag ſo many, will ir fatisfie an hundred perſons? Well, ſaid 
Eliſeus, (et it before them, for thus ſaith the Lord, they 
ſhall eat, and there ſhall remain : *And fo the Loaves 
were ſet before the People, and they did eat, and left 0- 
ver, according to the Word of the Lord. , |

And when the 
Prophet ſaw the King, he bad him take his: Bow and 
Arrows in his hand, and make him ready to ſhoot. The 
Prophet put his hands upon the King's hand, and cauſed 
a Window to be opened Eaſtward, (which was toward 
Syria) and bad the King ſhoot, and he ſhot : The Arrow , 
of the Lord's deliverance, (ſaid Eliſeus) and the Arrow 
of deliverance from Syria, For thou ſhalt ſmite $yr74in 
Aphek, till thou have made anend of them. Now take 


thine Arrows in' thine hand (ſaid the Prophet) and ' 


{mite the ground, and he (mote thrice and ceaſed. Then 
was the Prophet angry, that he had-{mitten the ground 
no oftner, for if (ſaid he) thou hadſt (mitten five or {ix 
times, thou hadſt ſmitten 8yr/« until thou hadſt made 
an end of them, whereas now thou ſhalt ſmite them bur 
thrice, and fo Eliſeus dyed, and was buried. The ſame

Women, and bleſſed is the fruit of 
thy Womb: And whence happeneth this to me, that the 
Mother of my Lord ſhould come to me? For behold, as 
ſoon as the voice of thy ſalutation ſounded in mine ears, 
the Babe ſprang ia my Belly for joy: And bleſſed is ſhe 
that believed, for thole things ſhall be performed, which 
were told her from the Lord. And when the time was 
come that Elizabeth ſhould be delivered , ſhe brought 
forth a Son, which her Neighbours and Kinsfolks. 
would have named Zachary after his Father, but Eli. - 
zabeth would none of that, but ſaid his Name ſhould 
be John. Elizabeth,zthe Oath of God,or the fulneſs of God, 


Elkanah, the Son of Feroham, an Ephraite born, , gn, cap; r: 
had two Wives, the one named Hannah,and the other Pe- p 
ninnah. By his Wife Peninnah he had Children. But by 
Hanzah he had none. It was his manner every Feſtival 
day to go up and pray, and to offer unto the Lord of 
Hoſts in Sh#/o (where the Ark of the Lord was at that 
time) And'in one ſolemn Feaſt day (among all other) as 
he offered unto the Lord , he' gave unto Peniznah his 
Wife, and to her Sons and Daughters, portions: but un- 
to Hannah (whom he loved) he gave a worthy Portion. 

And on a time when he ſaw his Wife Hannah weep 
.1n the Houſe of the Lord for forrow ſhe could have 
no-child, he ſaid : Hannah, why weepelt thou ? and why 
is thy heart ſo troubled that thou canſt not eat? Am not | 
better to thee than ten Sons ?. as though he ſhould ſay, Is 
it not enough for thee, that I love.thee,no leſs than if thou 
hadſt children? This he ſaid to comfort her. And at the

Epaphzoditus, was a certain godly Brother, 
whom the Phzlippians ſent to Part (being in Bonds at 
Rome) with their charitable relief. Who being there, 
miniſtred unto him in his need, and was o faithful a 
fellow-ſouldicr with Pas/ in ſetting forth the Goſpel of 
Chriſt, and put himſelf in ſuch hazard, that he fell ſick 
and was like to have dyed. Now Pansl, to comfort the 
Philippians, which were full of ſorrow and heavineſs. 
for Epaphroditus their Apoſtle, becauſe they heaxd he 
was fick, was the more deſirous (after his recovery) to 
ſend him home again in the- company of Timorthers, 
with his Epiſtle that they might be the leſs ſorrowful, 
and rejoyce the more at his coming, willing them to. 
receive him with a loving Chriftian affection in all joy- 
fulneſs, and not to make much on him only, but on all 
ſuch as were like unto him. Epaphroditus, Pleaſaxr.. . 


Epaphzas, was a faithful Servant, by whoſe labour 
and preaching the Co/ofjans heard the Goſpel, and be- 
lieved it, and being in Prifon with Paul at Rome, pray- 
ed for thoſe Coloſſians, that they might be perfe&t, and fil- 
led in all the will of God after true knowledge. He bare 
2 fervent mind to them of Laodzcea and them of Hzera- 
poli, FEpaphras, Frothing.

buried under.an Oke, but afterward he was tranſlated 
and buried by the Sepulchre of Kings. He was before the 
coming of Chriſt 800. years. E/iore. Flay, the health 
of the Lord. 


Eſau, was the eldeſt Son of Iſaac, born with his 
Brother 7acob at one birth of their Mother Rebekah. Za- 
cob was (mooth of body, and Eſas rough and hairy, who 
became a great hunter, wherefore his Father loved hif 
the better, 'becauſe (now and then) he did eat of his Ve- 
niſon. On a. time. coming from hunting, he was fo 
weary and faint for hunger, that he was almoſt dead: 
And leeing his brother 7acob to have ſod a Pot of Pottage, 
he prayed him to give him a few thereof to eat. Sell me 
now thy Birthright (quoth he) and I will. Then Eſau 
elteeming more his Belly, than the benefit of his Birth- 
right, ſold it to 7acob for a Mels of Pottage. And when 
he had filled his Belly well, he went his way and paſſed 
forth, till he came about the Age of Forty Years. And 
then he took him two Wives, the one 74d:th the Davgh- 
ter of Berz, and the other Baſhemath the Daughter of E- 
on,both which Womea were diſobedient to their Father 

and 
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_ and Mother-in-law. After this (his Father being old and 
blind for age) he wear out to kill ſome Veniſon for his 
Father, that he might eat thereof, and bleſs him before 
he died: But when he had drefled it,and brought it for his 
Father to eat, 7acob had prevented Eſav, and gotten his 
bleſſing from him, for the which he hated facob, and 
threatned to kill him, wherefore ?acob was ſent away 
into Meſopotamia, partly to avoid the malice of Eſau, **: *-2-&c: 
and partly to get him a Wife there, becauſe his Father : 
would not have him marry with the Ganaanites. Then E- 

ſau perceiving that the Daughters. of Canaan diſpleaſed 

Iſaac, he (to pleaſe his Father) took to Wife the Daugh- 

ter of Iſhmacl, Abraham's Son. And (o theſe two Bre- 

thren being thus ſeparated the one from the other, in pro- 

ceſs became both very rich. And inthe ead, when (by 

the providence of God) they met together again, God 

had fo altered and changed the mind of Eſau, that he 

molt lovingly embraced his Brother 7acob, miniſtring 

to him ſuch kindneſs, as though he had never born him 

any diſpleaſure at all : And ſo1a fine, departed as loving 

friends, facob toward Succoth, and Eſau to Mount 

Seir his own poſſeſhhon.

ple, that when they had offended the Lord in contracting 
themſelves with the Gentiles, at his godly preaching 
and counſel, they repented, and put away their ſtrange 
Wives, and turned to the Lord again. Eidras, an

Eſther, the Daughter of ,Abian a Few born, was a 
goodly young Damoſel, and (after the death of her Fa- 
ther and Mother) nouriſhed and brought up in the houſe 
of Mardochens her Fathers Uncle : During which time, 
Vaſhti (for her diſobedience to 4haſuerus the King) was 
depoſed from her Princely ſtate: And then to have ano- 
ther placed in her room, certain fair young Damoſels 
and Virgins (among which Eſther was one) were taken 
up by Commiſſion, and brought to the Court, and there 
found at the King's charges for the ſpace of xii. Moneths 
with all manner of ſumptuous Deckings, to the end the 
King might chooſe one of them (whom he fancied beſt) 
to be his Queen. And when the time of chooſing came, he 
liked Efher above the reſt, and made her Queen in the 
room of Vaſhti, It happened after this, that a miſchief 
was deviſed againſt the Queens Nation the Fews, by one 
in great authority about the King,called Hama : and be- 
ing certified thereof by Mardocheus her Uncle, ſhe was 
ſo ſore aſtonied, that ſhe wiſt not what todo: for no help 
in that matter was to-be had, bur only in the King, to 
whom ſhe durſt not go, becauſe he had given a command- 
ment, that whoſoever ſhould preſume to come unto him 
before they were called, ſhould ſuffer death. Where- 
fore Efther not being called in thirty days before, was 
afraid of the danger. Neverthelels, ſhe conſidering 
with her ſelf, that either ſhe muſt put her life in hazard, 
or elſe ſuffer the whole. Nation of the 7ews to periſh, 
caſt all fear aſide, and went tothe King: And preſenting 
her ſelf before him, he pus forth his golden Scepter in _ 

El 
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ken of his ſpecial favour towards her, demanding what 
ſhe would have: Nothing (quoth ſhe) but that it would 
pleaſe your Majeſty, and Hama, to come to the Banquet 
which I have prepared. To the which he went,and being 
there, demanded of FF#her, what thing it was ſhe requi- 
' red. Oh(quoth ſhe)if it ſhall pleaſe your Highnels to give 
me my petition, and to fulfil my requeſt, then ler my 
Soveraiga Lord and Haman come again to morrow, 
and I will certifie your Grace of all. And on the morrow 
when the King was come, he ſaid to Ether: Now what 
is thy requeſt, I pray thee (peak. Then ſpake E#her and 
faid : If I thy poor Handmaid have found ſo much 
favour in thy ſight (O King) to have my Petition 
granted, then I-moſt _ beſeech thee to grant 
me my Life, and the Lives of all my People the Jews, 
which are got only fold to be Bond-ſervants, (for 
I would to God it were ſo) but to be ſlain and ut- 


terly deſtroyed all in one day. Who is he ( faid the 


King): that dare preſume to do ſuch a deed? Oh ſaid: 


 Efthey, and if it ſhall pleaſe your Majeſty to know the 


truth, our great Enemy and Adverſary that hath conſpi- 


red ourdeaths, is even this wicked Haman, whom your: 
Grace hathexalted ſo high. Upon the which complaint 
of Either, the King's indignation was kindled fo fore a-- 


gainſt Haman, that he was hanged, and the Fews re- 
ſtored for Efher's ſake. Read the ſtory of Mardocheas.

Euodias, was a certain faithful Preacher of 


Chriſt, to whom Pas/ ſent commendations, deſiring 
him and Syztyche to agree in one true concord of minds, 
in promoting the Goſpel of Chriſt, Euodias, 4 good 


ſawvour, or well ſmelling. 


Eutychus, was a certain young Man, which when 
the Diſciples were gathered together upon one of the 
Sabbath days (as their cuſtome was) to break Bread, 
that is to ſay, to celebrate the Lord's Supper, gat him up 
into one of the Windows of an upper Chamber where 
were many Lights ſer, becauſe it was Nighc) to hear 
Paul preach, who continued his preaching lo long, that 


the young Man waxed ſleepy, and at the laſt, ſleepcame 


{o ſore upon him, that he fell out of the Window dowa to 
the ground three floors high. And when the People ran 
to take him up, they found him dead, and brought him 
into the houſe: when Paul perceived that he was dead, 
he went down to the young Man, and embraced him,and 
ſaid to the Diſciples : Be ye not troubled with this 
chance, for there is life in him. And ſo Paul went up 
again, and made an end of his Sermon. 
morning after Paz/'s departing, the young Man was 
brought up into the Chamber alive, tothe great comfort 
of all them that were there, Eutychus, Fortunate.

And in' the 
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Ezechiel, the Son of B73 the Prieſt, was a Prophet Zxck 1. 3. 


of the country Sareta in Syris, and of the line of Prieſts. 
He had many revelations and viſions, and by him 
God ſhewed many great miracles, for in the time of a 


great ſcarcity, he by prayer obtained of God abundance 


of fiſh, whereby the people were ſufficiently refreſhed. 


Alſo when the people were oppreſſed, he ftood and mn; for # 
made their enemies ſo abaſhed with miracles and won- 4rawn out of 


derful Gghts, that they left off their enterpriſe. Being 


the people out of Chaldea to Feruſalems, to the reproach 
of {> Infidels. He being in Baby/oz judged the Tribe 
of Dan and Gad, for that they had wickedly done againſt 
the Lord, in perſecuting them which believed on the 


Law. And he ſhewed unto them a terrible token, for - 


Adders devoured their children, and all their cattel. Ar 
the laſt, he was ſlain at Bby/oz by the Duke of the people 
( who cauſed him to be drawn with wild horſes, which 
beat out his brains) becauſe he reproved him for Idolatry, 
and he was buried in the field of Mamre, in the Mount of 
Sem and 4rphaxad,progenitors of Abraham. He prophe- 
ſied of the return of the children of Iſrae/, and alſo of the 
coming of Chriſt. He lived afore the Incarnation of 
Chrift 617, yearss FEzechiel, Strength of the Lord,

the. examination of the:matter until another time, ſaying

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' chief Captain did know-the whole matter as it ſtood, he

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unto Pauls adverſaries, that for as much as Lyfis the 


wouldat his coming, hear them further. - And fo gave 
commandment unto his under Captain, that he ſhould 
in the mean ſeaſon keep Paul in ward, but yet fo, that 
he might be gently ordered, and be {ometime ar liberty, 
and that his familiars might freely repair unto 
him,and bring unto him ſuch things as he lacked. It was 
not long after this before Felix ( being returned to Ceſa- 
7eaagain with his wife Dr»filaa Jew born) called forth 
Pawl, being deſirous to have further knowledge of him 
as concerning the Sed that he profeſſed. And as Paul 
preached unto him of Righteouſneſs, of Temperance, 
and of Judgment to come, Felix trembled for fear, and 
ſent him away for that time, ſaying; that at-a conveni- 
ent leiſure he would ſend for him again. This corrupt 
Magiſtrate gaped for bribes and rewards to looſe Pal, 
and therefore called him the oftner, .thinking that Paul 
woutd have-given him a piece of money to be delivered; 
but when he faw that none would come, and Porting 
Feſtme was ſent from Nero the Emperor to ſucceed him: 
M his room, than willing rather to ſhew the Jews a plea- 
fure, than to deliver Paul, left him in priſoa bound. 
Felix, Happy. 


Feſtus, Portivs ( by Nero the Emperor ) was made 
Preſident in the room of Felix. Which Feſtus within 
three days after he came to his Province, went up from Ce- 
fareato Jeruſalem, where the High Prieſts and Elders

againſt him, and that he would ſend for him to'have the 
matter pleaded there. Whoſe requeſt if Fej{zs had: 
granted, they were fully bent to have {lain Paw in 
the way coming to Fernſalem: But Teſts made an- 
{wer that the priſoner ſhould remain 'at Ceſarea un- 
tal His coining, whither ( ſaid he) T intend ſhortly to 

N. repair, 
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repair, and if there be any among you'that is able-ta 
accuſe him, let them go down with me, and they ſhall 
b2: heard. And (o when Feſtus was come to Ceſares, 
the next day after he fate in judgment upon Paul. A- 
oainſt whom the Fews laid many grievous complaints, 
which they were not able to prove, ſo long as Paul an- 
ſwered for himſelf. Then Fefus ( willing to do the 
Jews a pleaſure) ſaid unto Pau/: Wilt thou go up to 
Feruſalem, and there be judged of theſe things before 

me? Then ſaid Pazs/; I ſee no cauſe wherefore I ſhauld 
go thither, but may be judged as well here as there. 
But foraſmuch as the Fews ſeek my condemnation againſt 
all right and Juſtice, I appeal to the Emperor. Well 
( ſaid Feſtus) thou haſt appealed to the Emperour, 
and to him ſhalt thou go. Within a few days after this, 
it chanced that King 4gripps with Bernice his wife, 
came unto Ceſarea to ſalute and welcome Feſtxs the 
new Prelident. And during the Kings aboad there, 
Feſtus (on occaſion ) rehearled Pauls matter unto him, 
ſaying: Felix my Predeceſſor left here a certain 
man in hold, whom the chief Prieſts and Elders of 
the Jews at Jeruſalem, complained of, deſiring me 
for their ſakes to give ſentence againſt him, To whom 
I anſwered, that it was not the cuſtom of the Rowaxs, 
to give ſentence againſt any man, before his accuſers 
were brought before him, that he might make anſwer 
for himſelf. And fo when his acculers were come hi- 
ther, Ion the nextday ſat in judgment, and command- 
ed the priſoner to be brought forth before me, againſt 
whom his acculers brought no accuſation of ſuch things 
as I ſuppoſed they would have done, but demanded cer- 
tainqueſtions of him concerning their own ſuperſtiti- 
on, and laying to his charge one Feſ#s which was dead, 
whom he affirmed to be riſen from death to life again. 
And foraſmuch as I wiſt not well what to ſay in this mat- 
ter, Iasked him whether he would goto Feruſalem, and

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there be judged. And when he had refuſed that, and-ap- 
pealed to Ceſar, I commanded him to be kept in priton, 
until I might have occaſion to ſend him to Ceſar. Then 
faid the King to Feſtus: I have heard much of that 
ſame Jeſws and his Diſciples, and therefore am much 
deſirous to hear the fellow ſpeak my ſelf, before he go 
to Ceſar. Whereupon, Feſtus on the next morrow brought 
forth Paul into the common hall before 4grippa the 
King, ſaying on this wiſe: King Agrippa, and you all 
that be here preſent, ye ſee this man, whom allthe Fews 
have complained on to me, both at Jeruſalem and here; 
crying that he ought not to live any longer ; and yet have 
Lmade inquiry, and can find nothing worthy of death 
that he hath committed : nevertheleſs, for as much as 
he hath appealed to the Emperour, I am determined to 
ſend him thither ; and yet becauſe I have no certain 


.thing to write unto his Majeſty, I have brought him 


forth before you, and ſpecially to thee King 4grippa,thar 
after examination had, I might have ſomewhat to write, 
for me-thinks it ſtandeth with no reaſon, to ſend a priſo- 
ner, and not to ſhew withal what 1s laid to his charge. 
And when JAyrippa ſaw Paul ftand before him, he 
ſaid : thou art permitted to ſpeak for thy ſelf, if thou 
haſt any thing to ſay in thy defence, ſay on. Then be- 
gan Paul to ſpeak, and made ſuch a pithy declaration 
of his former life; and of his calling to Chriſt, that Feſtus 
( which was not skilfutin the Jews rehgion ) thought 
all-his ſayings to be but madneſs, and cryed out with 
a loud voice, ſaying, that he was belide himſelf, and 
that much learning had made him mad. Then: after 
fentence given by: King 4grippa that Paul ſhould be ſent 
to the Emperor, Feſtus delivered him- and certain 
other priſoners in bonds to the Emperours Centurion 
named: Fu/;us, who conveyed-them into Izaly, Feſtus, 
Solemn, or Holy-day.

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Deputy under Ceſar the Emperor in the Countrey of 
Achaia, In'this time, it hapned the Jews which had 
made a conſpiracy againſt Pazl, to- bring him before * 
the place of judgment where. Galio fate as Judge, ac- 
culing Paul unto him, of new dodrine. But when 
Gallio .perceived the controverſie between the Jews 
and Pas! was concerning Jewiſh Religion, he ſought 
to rid his hands of them: and preventing Haul 
( who was ready to ſpeak in his own defence) ſaid : 
Oye Fews, if it were a matter of wrong, or an evil 
deed, reaſon would that I ſhould hear you, but if it 
be aqueſtion of words, or names, or of your law, look 
unto it your ſelf, for I will be no Judge in ſuch mat- 
ters. And ſo cauſed them to depart the place. Gallio, 
giving Milk, or having Milk. 


Gamaltel, one of the ancient Phariſees, was 
Panls Shool-maſter, and in high eſtimation among 
the people, both for his excellent knowledge in the law, 
and for his ſingular wiſdom. When the Apoſtles were 
brought by ſome of the Council for preaching in the 
name of Chriſt, whoſe lives ( he perceived ) the Council 
ſought : he deſired that for a while the Apoſtles might 
depart out of the Council-houſe. And when they were 
gone, he ſaid: Ye men of Iſrael.take heed to your ſelves 
what ye intend to do as touching theſe men, for be- 
fore theſe days role up one Theudas boaſting himſelf, 
to whom reſorted a number of men, about 400, who 
was ſlain, and they all which believed him, were 
ſcattered abroad, and brought to nought. After this 
man roſe up one F#das of Galilee, inthe time when Tri- 
bute began,who drew away much people after him, he 
allo periſhed, and all that obeyed him were ſcattered a- 
broad. And now I ſay unto you, refrain your ſelves 
from theſe men, and let them alone : For if this Coun-

Gedaltah, the Son of 4hikam, was a great Cap-,. 
tain under Nabschodonoſor, whom he made Gover- wo Os 
nour of the Land of F444 to rule the People which he Fer. 45. cp. 
had left behind him at the deſtruction of Feruſalem, 

who intreated the People fo gently and fo friendly, that 

all the Fews which were ſcattered about in the Land 

(hearing of his gentleneſs) reſorted unto Gedaliah, and 

found great favour at his hand, for the which they bare 

unto him their hearty good wills. Inſomuch that when 

Baal King of the 4Ammonites had ſent one Iſhmael (un- 

der pretence of friend(hip) to ſlay him, the Captains murder com- 
of the Fews (having knowledge thereof ) were ſo fore a- mitted uncer 
fraid of Gedaliah, leſt any misfortune ſhould chance {;;cndtio. 
him, that they told him of I/þmae/'s conſpiracy. And 

one among the reſt named Fohanan, offered himſelf to 

diſpatch I/þmael out of the way fo ſecretly, that the deed 

ſhould never be known. But Gedaliah not crediting 

their words, neither yet miſtruſtiong 'I/þmae/, would 

ſuffer nothing to be done unto him. And fo forſaking the Fer. 41. 2. 
counſel and admonition of his friends, and truſting too 

much to !/þ»2ael, he was of him (in fine) moſt treache- 

rouſly ſlain in his own houſe. Gedaliah, the Greatneſs 

of the Lord, the hem, or skirt of the Lord.

We have heard(by our Fathers) of all the miracles which 
the Lord did for his People in Egypt, and now hath he

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this thy. might and ſtrength which I have given thee, for 

thou ſhalt deliver 1ſ-ae/ out of the hand of their ene- 

mies. Oh Lord (quoth Geadeon) wherewith ſhalt I ſave 

Iſrael, ſeeing my Kindred is bur poor, and I the leaſt of 

all my Fathers houſe? With my help (faith the Lord) 

ſhalr chou ſave Iſrael, for I will be-with thee, and thou 

halt ſmice the Mzaianztes as 1t they were but one man.

But when Heliodoras had uttered the cauſe of his com- 

ing, and that his Commiſſion was to bring the Money 

unto the: King, there was no ſmall fear thorowout the 

whole City. For then all men from the higheſt to the low- 

e{t were ſo oppreſſed with ſorrow and heavine's,that they 

knew not what to do, but fell to prayer, lifting up their 

eyes to Heaven, and calling upon him which had made 

a Law concerning ſtuff given to keep, that he would 

lately preſerve the ſame, which was there comnitted in 

cultedy. And while the Prieſts and People were' thus 
: 7" m D lamen- 
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lamenting and crying upon God, and on the other ſide 
Heliodorus perſonally with his Men of War about the 
Treaſury : There appeared an Horſe witha terrible Man 
fitting upon him deck'd in Harneſs of Gold, which Horſe 
{mote at Heliodorws with his fore-feet to beat him from 
the place. Allo there appeared two fair and beautiful 
young Men in goodly apparel, which ſtood on each fide of 
Heliodornss and {courged him, {o long that he fell down. 
to the ground as'dead and fo was carried out of the Tem- 
ple, without ſpeech or hope of life, whereby the great 
power of God was manifeſt and known. Then certain 
of Helzodorus friends, beſought Oz4ias to call upon God 
to give him his life, who was even at that time giving 
up the ghoſt. Then, O-is (left the King ſhould ſuſpect 
the Jews had done him ſome harm ) called upon God: 
and obtained his life. And being revived to health a- 
gain, the two young Mea which had ſcourged him be- | 
tore, appeared. and ſaid: Thank Onias the High Prieſt 
for thy life, at whoſe prayer the Lord hath reſtored thee, 
and now that God hath-ſcourged thee for thine offences, 
give him praiſe and thanks, and make his might and 
power manifeſt and open to all Men, And when the Men 
had ſpoken theſe words and were vaniſhed away , He- 
liadorus raade: his Oblation to- God, and gave hearty. 
thanks to- Qz/4s for his life, and fo returned home a- 
gain to the King, declaring unto him the great and: 
manifeſt works of God that were done upon him. The. 
King (after this) being yet deſirous of the treaſure that. 
was in. the Temple, asked of Heliodorus, whom he 
thought: meet: to-ſend once again to Feruſalem for the: 
money : He anſwered, faying: Oh King, if thou haſt- 
any enemy or Traitor unto thy Realm, ſend him thi- 
ther, and thou ſhalt be ſure to have him well puniſhed; 
and; bardly to-efcape with his life. For doubtleſs, (ſaid: 
he) Is. that.place there is. a ſpecial power and working. 
of Gad,for:hethat dwelleth.in Heaven, viſiteth and _

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deth that place,and none eſcapeth unpuniſhed or plagued, 

that cometh to do it harm. Thus did Heliodoras mag- 

nifie the power of God, and would no more enter into

Feſtival day, it 
chanced that the. Daughter of Ph:lip and Heroazus dan- 
ced before Herod, and pleaſed the King ſo well, that he 


 {wareunto her, that whatſoever ſhe would ask him, it 


ſhould be. granted, not thinking ſhe would have asked 
John Baptiit's Head, for (as Saint Mark ſaith) Herod 
knowing 7ohn to. be a. juſt: and an holy. Man, did 
both fear and reyerence him, and heard his preaching, 


-and did many. things thereafter, and was very ſorry the 


Maid. had asked none. other thing. But nevertheleſs, 
for keeping his Oath, which he had made before.lo many 
Noble-men, he cauſed the innocent Man's head to be cut 
off, and given. to.the Damoſel. ., This Herod and Pilate 


(Lieutenant of Zewry.) had-been long at variance. And 
for. the pleaſure that Pilate ſhewed to Herod, in ſending 


Feſ#s bound unto him to be examined, he was at. ane 
with 
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with him again. : For Herod had long deſired to:ſee Fe- 
ſs, And hoping now to-have ſeen tome Miracles-done 
by him, he demanded many queſtions of ?eſ#s,: to the 
which he would make no anſwer at all.

Jehu, the Son of Nimſbi was anointed King over 
Iſrael by 'Eliſexs the Prophet, for to deſtroy the Houle 
of 4hab his Maſter : And being commanded to go a- 
bout it with ſpeed, he began firſt with Joram: which lay 
at 7ezreel to be healed of his wounds, which the Syrians 
had given him. And as ?ehu was coming thitherward, 
the Watchman elſpying a company. coming; toward the 
City, told the King, who then ſent out -an Horſeman to

or:no.. And when: the Meſſenger came to ?eh#, he'ſaid?

What haſt thou to do with Peace (quoth 7ehs) turn 
thee behind me : ' and fo the Meſſenger turned behind 
hs, and went back no more, and likewiſe the ſecond.

And fo proceeding forth Wiieh Pre: | 
to /ezrcel, he came thither and found 7ezebel looking out deftruttion of 
at a Window. And as he demanded of the company a- 7/9 Fins 
bout her, who was on his ſide, and would (for his ſake) his Poſteriry. 
caſt her down, two or three of her Chamberlains threw Red 1 King. 
her out at the Window, and brake her Neck ; notwith- — | 
ſtanding, becauſe ſhe was a King's Daughter, he cauſed . 
her to be-buried. Then he fenc his Letters to Semaris, 
. commanding thoſe which had the governance of Ahab's 
ſeventy Sons, to killthem all, and to bring their heads 
on the next morrow to eFree/. And when'they (for 
fear ) had fulfilled his commandment, and brought

no? who made them anſwer, that if they: went into- 
Egypt they ſhould periſh, but if they tarried fill in the- 
Eand, God would ſurely fo defend them, that the Chal-

3,475 
of repentance : And was a Man of {o great perfeRion 
and holineſs of life, that the People ſtood-in a doubt-whe- 
ther that he were Chriſt or no. And-being asked the que-- 
ſtion, denied plainly that he was not Chriſt, nor Ez, . 
neither that Prophet whom they dreamed ſo much up- 
en, but. only the voice of a cryer in. the Wilderneſs to + 
maks-.

?oha was a conſtant Man and lived auſterely. His Gar- 

ment was courſe Cloth made of Camels hair. His Meat 

was Locuſts and wild Hony. He was a-Prophet, and:(as 

Chriſt reporteth) more than a Prophet. For fohn pro- 

pheſied Chriſt to be come; pointing him with his finger 

unto the People, ſaying : Behold the Lamb of God 

which taketh away the Sins of the World , whereas 
all the other Prophets did but propheſie of his coming 

long before he came. Finally, 704 uſing his liberty in 

rebuking Vice without any accepting of Perſons, repro- 

ved King Herod, for keeping his Brother Philip's Wife, 

for the which he was caſt into Priſon, and ſoon after hoſt 
his Head. Read the ſtory of Herod the Tetrarch, and of 
Herodias. 


John the Evargeliff, was the Son of Zebedee, 
and Brother to 7ames, and called from his F.ſher-boat 
to be an Apoſtle of Chriſt, and was of all other moſt en- 
tirely beloved of feſws, who commended his Mother un- 
to him at-the hour of his death. He wrote his Goſpel 
againſt Cerinthus and other Hereticks, and chiefly a- 
gainſt the Ebionites, which did affirm, that Chrift 
was not before Mary whereby he was conſtrained to ſer 
forth the Divine Birth of Chriſt. In the time of the Em- 
peror Domitian, he was exiled into an Ifle called Pat- 
7705, Where he wrote the Revelation, and after the death 
of Domitian, 1n the time of Pertinax, he returned to E- 
pheſas, remaining there till the time of Trajanus, and 
did raiſe up and ſer in order, many Churches in 4fia, and 
died three-ſcore years after the death of Chriſt, and was 
buried at Epheſus.

John ( firnamed eMark ). with them to 4xtioch. And

| from the other Diſciples, to the intent that they ſhould 

go and ſpread abroad the Goſpel among the Gentiles, 
and thoſe that were far off, they took this -Fobn eMark 
with them to be their Miniſter and Companion,who bare 
them company from .Aztioch until they came. to' Pam- 48,1;, 5, toe; 
philia, and farther would he not go, but left them there, 
and. returned to Fer»ſalem again, notwithſtanding, the 
Apoſtes went forth and fulfilled their office. And when 
it came in their minds to go and viſit theſe places again, 
 Wherein they had ſowed the Word of God, Barnabas, 
gave counſel to. take. Fohn with them which had been 
their Miniſter. before, to whoſe mind Pax! would not 
conſent , foraſmuch as Fohn ( of his own: accord.) had 
forſaken them at Pamphilia, before they had: finiſhed 
their work. And ſo reaſoning and diſputing about this 
matter, the contention was ſo ſharp between theſe. two 
Holy-men,that. the one forſook the others.company. And 
ſo Barnabas. taking Fohn Mark with him, failed into

And what 
thou art * And whence thou comeſt,and whither thou go- 
eſt? And what Country-man thou art,8& of what Nation? 
Iam (faid Fora) an. Hebrew born, and fear the Lord: 
God of Heaven, which made both the Sea and dry Land, 
and am fled from-his preſence. And when they heard that,. 
they were more afraid than before, and ſaid : what ſhall 
we-do unto thee, that the Sea may ceaſe from troubling: 
of us? Take me (quoth Jonas) and caſt me into the Sea, 
and ye ſhall have reſt, for I wot it is for my ſake, that 
this evil is come upon you: Nevertheleſs, the Men (be- 
mg loth to commit ſuch a deed) aſſayed with rowing. 
to bring the Shipto Land. And when they faw the Sea 16 
troublous againſt them, that it would not be, they cryed: 
unto the Lord and ſaid- : Of Lord, let us not periſh for- 
this Man's death, neither lay thou innocent- bloud unto 
our charge: For thou, O Lord, haſt done even as thy 
pleaſure was. And ſo they took Fora: and caſt him into: 
the Sea, which incontinent-was calm and ſtill, Anda 
'Y certait 
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certain great Fiſh. (prepared of the Lord) received Fo- 
2145, and ſwallowed him up iato his body, where he lay 
(in prayer) three Days and three Nights. And being then 
caſt out again on Ury Lind. The Lord commanded him 
{traight-way to go to Niniveh, and do as he had charged 
him. And whea he came to the City & was entered a days 
Journey in the ſame, he cryed out, ſaying: Thereare yet 
forty days, and then ſhall Niniveh be overthrown. But 
when his Prophecie came to none effe&, by reaſon of the 
Peoples great repentance, he was ſore dilpleaſed , and 
in his prayer, ſaid : O Lord, was not this my ſaying 
(I pray thee) when I was yet in my Countrey, and the 
cauſe of my flying to Tarſ#s, that thou waſt a merci- 
ful God, full of compaſſion, long ſuffering, and.of great 
g00dneſs,and wouldeſt repent thee of the evil? And now 
O Lord, foraſmuch as I am found falſe ia my ſayings, 
take (I beſeech thee) my life from me, for I had rather 
dye than live. And fo Foras got him out of the City, and 
made him a Booth on the Eaſt (ide thereof. And as he fat 
under the ſhadow of.his Booth;to ſee what ſhould become 
of the City: the Lord cauſed a wild Vine to ſpring over 
his Head, to give him more ſhadow to defend the hear 
of the Sun from him, whereof Fonas was very glad.

Jonathan, the Son of King: Saw/, was & valiant 
Maa in all his as, who helped his Father ſo mightily a- 
gainſt the Philifines, that at'the firſt brunt he beat 
down the ſtrongeſt hold they had: And aſter that (the 
Philiftines being: pitched in- Michmaſh, into the which 
pailage lay rwo ſharp Rocks): He ſaid to his Armour- 
bearer, Come, and let us go over toward the Phil:/tines 


Garriſon, peradventure the Lord will work with us, 


for it is no hard thing with him, to {ave with many, or 
with few: we will goover and ſhew our ſelves to theſe 
uncircumciſed; * And if they ſay: on-this wiſe unto us : 
Tarry until we come unto you, then will we ſtand till, 
and not remove: But if they ſay, come up unto us, then 
will. we go up. for the Lord hath ſurely delivered them 
into our hands, and this ſhall be a ſign unto us. So they 


went (without the knowledge of Sax/)and ſhewed them: 


ſelves unto the Philitines, who (when they ſaw them) 
ſaid in derifion: See how the Hebrews are crept out of 
the holes wherein they had hid themſelves : but the 
Watchmen. ſaid unto them, Come up unto us, and we 
will ſhew you-a thing. Then-ſaid- Fonarhay to his Ar: 
mour: bearer, come up after me, for the Lord hath de- 
hvered them into the hands of I/rae/, And fo Forathan 
climbed' up.the Rock upon his Hands and Feet, and 
his Armour- bearer after him. And when the Philiftines 
ſaw the face of 7oxathan, they were ſo fuddenly ſmitten 
with fear, that they fell down before him; fo that 7-- 
nathan and: his Man, flew twenty of them, and put-all 
the reſt to flight. And when the Watchmen of San! ſaw 
the- Philifines ſcattered abroad, and ſmitten down -as 


'they. went, they told it:to the King,, who cauſed a ſearch 
to be made, to-know:who was gone out of the. Hoſt, and 
-not' a. Man was found lacking, ſave 7orarthan 


and his 
Armour- 


Armour-bearer. - Then Sa»/ with all his Hoſt; followed 
after the Phs/z#ines, charging the People (which had: 
long becn without ſuſtenance) -on-pain of death, not to 
touch any food, until he were that day avenged on his 
enemies. And fo the People being ſore oppreſt with hun- 
ger, and coming into a Wood where much Hony lay 
upon the ground, durſt not for their lives comfort them- 
ſelves with one drop thereof. Then' 7oxathan being 
faint (and not knowing the charge of his Father) taſted a 
little Hony with the end of his Rod, and was greatly 
comforted and refreſhed therewith. And being told what: 
danger he had" incurred, for breaking his Fathers com- 
mandment, he ſaid : -My Father* hatlv 'troubled the 
Land, 'in making ſuch an extreme Law: for ſeeing that 
T have received my ſtrength _ » by taſting a lirtle 
of this Hony, how much more ſhould the People (if they 
had eaten of the ſpoil of their enemies which they found). 
have been the ſtronger, and more able to have made a 
greater {laughter among: the Philiſtines than they have 
done ? But nevertheleſs, for this offence of 7onathan 
Lots were caſt, and: fonathan judged to - ſuffer death ;. 
whereupon the People cryed out to Sal, ſaying : Shall 
Jonathan dye, which hath ſo mightily defended I/rae/? 
God forbid, as truly as the Lord liveth, there ſhall not 
one hair of his head fall unto the-ground, for he hath 
wrought with God this day. And lo the People delivered- 
?onathan, After this, Fonathan fell into ſuch love and a- 
'mity with-David+ (whom Sas! his Father perſecuted) 
that he made a Bond with him; which was never difſol 
ved between them: And at his firſt acquaintance with 
David, he put off his Robe, and gave it to him, with his- 
other Garments; even:to- his Sword; Bowe, and Girdle.. 
And whatſoever (from that day forth) was ſaid, done, 
or wrought by .Sau/: his Father againſe David, that: 
would 7onathan find the means to ſtay and-* pacifie, 
whereby: (many-times) he ſaved -David from the cruelty 
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The Lives of Patviarchs; 
of Saul, and ſo continued his faithful friend, during 
his life. ' Finally, in Battel with kis Father agaioft rhe 
Philiftines, he was 1lain. Jonathan, zhe gift of the

. and the Ammonites, 'whoſe Armies fell at ſuch ſtrife and 
vatiance among themſelves, thatione killed another/and 
left not one alive undeſtroyed before Jehoſuphat cambnt 
them. And the fourth day after he had gathered up the 
ſpoil; he aſſembled'his People -in the Valley of Bleffing, 
and went to Jeruſalem with great triumph, whete he * 
gave all praiſe 'and- thanks to' God for his niiraculous 
Vicory. Finally, he joyned himſelf with 4h4574h King 
of Iſrael, and made ten Ships to go with his Ships 


to Tarſhiſh for Gold : And becauſe he had * joyned him- * The true 


felf with ſo wicked a Man, the Lord brake his Ships, 
and wouldnot fuffer them to go. He reigned xxv. years, 
and was buried with his Fathers in the City of David, 
leaving Joram his Son to occupy his'\place.

Goats 'bloud, and had it home to their Father, bearing 
him in hand'they had found it by the way: Then Fa- 
cb 1eeing his* Son's -Coar, (tryed out and rent his'Gar- 
ments'for ſorrow; tyakiog furely that ' wild Beaſts 
"had devoured and torn Foſeph ta pieces: But he being

' thou art his Wife. How then.can Ido this great wicked- 
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fafe and ſound: carried into Egyps, was there fold again 
to a certain great Lord of King Phareoh's Court na- 
med Potiphay : and became ſo lucky a Man with him(by 
God's providence) that his Maſter made him chief Ru: 
ler over all his Houſe. And fo continued in great favour 
with his Lord, uatil his Maſter's Wife began ta caſt 
her love upon: him, and would have had him tolye with 
her: Then Foſeph to diſſwade his Miſtreſs from 
her inoxdinate love, ſaid: Behold, my Maſter know-

importune upon himthat he could not honeſtly part from. 
her, he wound himſelf ont of his Garment, and fo.depar- 
ted :. Then (he called to.her Men, declaring to them that 
Foſeph would have raviſhed her, and when I began to 
crie (quoth ſhe) he left his.Garmeat behind him for haſt, 
and ran away-:. which tale being told. ro Patiphar at 
his coming home, Foſeph was calt. in Priſon ,. where 
(by God's proviſion)he found ſuch fawour with the Keep- 
er, that. he committed all things under. his hand to do- 
whatſoever he would. Now in this Priſon where Joſeph 
was.,. lay. two: of King Pharaoh's Officers: The one his 
chief Baker, and the. other is Butler. Which.two Men 
chanced-to dream-both in.one Night, and telling their 
dreams to-.

years which ſhould enſue and conſume the abundance 
of the years preceeding.

_ Joſiag, the Son of Amo», being at the Age of eight , p;,g.12 co: 
years when he. began his reign over Fuda, was a ver- 2 Chron. 34- 
tuous and juſt Prince,: for he ſought the Lord'God of his 
Father Dav3ia, even from his Childhood to the end of 
his life. He cauſed the Book of the Law of Moſes, which 
had been long loſt, and found again by Hil/kz4h the Prieſt, 
to be had in great reverence, and diligently read unto the 
People. He cleanſed his Land from all witchcrafts,and for- 
cery, and from Idols, Images. and Groves. He brake 
down the Hill altars, and burat the Bones of the Prieſts 
of Baal, and left no wicked thing undeſtroyed, nor Mo- 
nument ſtanding in the Cities of Mayaſſes and Ephraim, 
or other places of his Realm, where any abomination 
had been committed. He kept a Pafleover (in the eigh- 
teenih year of his raign) the like never ſeen, and repair- 
ed the Temple.

And as they were fitting there, a 
certain old Man ( which was of Mount Ephraim allo, 
and dwelt there as a ftranger Y came our of the Field 
from his work. [And when he had Tpyed the Levite (and 
thoſe with him) fitting in the ſtreet as wayfaring'per- 
ſons, he went unto them, demanding from' whence they 
came? The Levite anſwered how that they came from 
Bethlehem ?udah belide Mount Ephr<im, and were goin 
to the houſe of the Lord, and becauſe that no Man recet 
veth us into his houſe, we fit here, having all things neceſ 
fary with us, both for our ſelves, and Cattel. Well 
(quoth the old man) abide not here in the ſtreet, but go 
home wirh'me, and whatſoever ye lack, ye ſhall find it 
there. Andſohehad them home to his houſe, 'zad uſed 
them very friendly.” And as they were making rtterry to- 
gether, the wicked Men of the City came and beſet 
the Houſe round abour,and thruſting ar the Door to have

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been in, they called unto the old Man, to bring forth the 
Men out of his houſe, that they might know them. The 
good old Man, perceiving the grear folly of thoſe ungra- 
Ccious perſons, went out unto them,and ſaid : Oh my good 
Brethren do not proſecute to accomplith lo wicked an a& 
as this ye intend : yet rather than ye ſhould ſo wickedl 
abuſstheſe men, which are come into my Houſe, I will 
bring forth my Daughter (which is a Maid)and this Mans 
Concubine. But they in no wiſe would hearken unto 
them. The Levite ſeeing that, put forth his Concu- 
bineuntothem : who ſo ſhamefully abuled her that night, 
that on the morrow (when the Levite her husband came 
to.open the Door) he found his Concubine lying with her 
hands ftretched out upon the Threſhold, ſtark dead: 
Then he took her up upon his Als, and carried her home 
to his houſe,and took a Knife and divided her into twelve 
pieces, and ſent her intoall the Quarters of Iſrae/, deſi- 
ring them , that foxſomuch as there was neyer ſuch a 
deed done,,- nor heard of, ſince: the Children of Iſrael 
came out of Egypr, that they would conſider the mat- 
ter, and take adviſement therein. Now the Children of 
Iſrael ſeeing this moſt evident token of the Benjamites 
wickedneſs; and having the whole matter revealed-unto 
them by the Levite. himſelf, they afſembled together as 
it had been one Man, to the number of four hundred 
thouſand fighting Men, and came to (5:beah to fight a- 
gainſt the Bexjamites, who in the firſt day had the bet-

Then 1ſr«- 
ef (ware unto the Lord in Mizpeh: that whoſoever did 
give his Daughter to any of the Benjamres to NE ow 
ou 
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ſhould be accuftſed, and he that came not up to the Lords 
offering, ſhould ſurely die. And when they had reared. 
upan Altar in Bethel, and made their offering, it was: 
known that the Inhabitants of Fabeſb Gilead came not: 
up to the offering. Wherefore the [/rae/ites ſent thither: 
xii. thouſand Men, commanding them to ſlay all the 
Males, with all the Womea allo, laving ſuch Women as 
had never known Man fleſhly. And they ſaved four hun- 
dred Damſels, Virgins that never lay with Man, and 
them they brought to the Hoſt of $hi/ph, which is in the 
Land of Canaan. Then the Iſraelites having pity on 
their Brethren the Benjamites ( becauſe that God. had 
made ſuch a gap among them) went peaceably unto them 
that were fed unto the Rock of Rimmon, and gave 
them Wives which they had ſaved of the Women of G#- 
lead, but they ſufficed them not. Then the Children of 1- 
rael were very ſorry for the breach that theLord had made 
in the Tribes of Iſrael, and took great. care for the Ber- 
| jamites,-how to repleniſh them with Wives, forfomuch 
as their Women were all deſtroyed, and that they might 
- not give their: Daughters unto them: Andart laſt, remem- 
bring the yearly.cuſtome of che Daughters of Sh:/sþ,they 
ſaid.unto. the- Benpamites : There is a Feaſt of the Lord 
yearly kept in Shiloh: Go ye thither, and lie in wait a- 
mong the Vineyards,. and when ye lee the Daughters of 
$hiloh come dancing a-row,then come ye out of the Vine- 
yards, and catch you every Man a Wife. And if their 
Friends complain unto us, we will excuſe the:matter, 
and ſay ye: have done it, becauſe we did not reſerve: to 
each one of you his Wife, in the time of War.. And the 
Children of Bezj:mzz did even fo, and took therh Wives 
of the daughters of Sh1/oh, and went to their Inheritance; 
and made-them Cities to dwell in, and fo were friends 
with their Brethren the Children of Iſrael again. ii! -|._

Then 
Lyfias being fore +grieved at Iſrae!s proſperity, -came 
at another time with three-ſcore thouſand Foot men, and 
five thouſand Horlſemen,.at which time Judas overcame 
himagain, and {lew five thouſand of his Men. Finally, 
as he lay with 4ztzochns the King, at-the City of 4» 
tioch, Demetrins came upon them and flew them both, 
 Lyſias, Diſſolving.

Congregation of them, which at Babylon are compani- 
ons of your Ele&ion, faluteth you, and ſo doth Mark 
my Son, Mark, Flea, or rubbed. 


Wark, otherwiſe called Fob» the Son of Mary, 
was Miniſter to Pau/ and Barnabas, what time as they 
were ſent by the Holy Ghoſt from Antzoch, to preach the 
Goſpel unto the Heathen, which Mark at Pamphylia, 
departed back from them again. For the which cauſe, 
Paul (the next Journey that he and Barnabas made) 
would not ſuffer Mark to go with them, wherefore 
Barnabas departed from Paul, taking Mark ( who 
was his Siſters Son) with him into Cypres. 


Martha; and Mary Magdalene, were two Siſters, 
dwelling in the City of Bethany, which two had a Bro: 
| ther 
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ther nemed Lazarus, This Martha (on a time) invited 
Feſus to dinner. And being cumbred about much ſerving, 
and 'ſceing her Siſter Mary. fit till at Fefus. Feet , ſaid 
unto him: Doſt thou not care,that my ſiſter hath left me 
to miniſter alone? Bid her come and help me. To whom 
he anſwered : eMarths, eAMartha, thou careſt and art 
troubled about many things : + verily, one is needful, 
Mary hath choſen the beſt part which ſhall not be taken 


from her. Oa a time as feſ#5 was coming to Bertha g,, ic a. 


ny to heal her Brother Lazarus, ſhe:mer him, ſaying : 
Lord, if thou hadſt been here, my Brother had not 
died. Nevertheleſs now I know, that whatſoever thou 
doſt ask of God, he will give it thee. Then faid Feſws, 
Thy Brother ſhall riſe again. Yea'(quoth Martha) 1 
know that he ſhall riſe again.iin the Reſurrefion at the 
laſt day: I am (aid eſs) the ReſurreRion and the 
Life, he. that believeth on-me, yea though he' were dead, 
yet ſhall he live, and whoſoever liveth and believeth in 
Me,ſhall not dye: Believeſt thou this * Yea Lord (quoth 
Martha) I believe that thou art Chriſt the Son of God, 
which ſhould come into the World. After this when fe- 
- ſus came to the place where Lazarus was buried,” and 
had commanded the ſtone of his Grave to be taken away, 
Martha (aid : Lord, -by this time he ſtinketh;, for he 
hatch been dead four-days.

Mattathias, the Son of Simeor the Prieſt, which « ue. > 


was of the ſtock and kinred of oars, had five valiant 
Men to his Sons, and dwelt in Modir, remaining ſted- 
' faſt in the Laws of God, notwithſtanding the great cala- 
mities that were come upon the People of 74d and 7e- 
ruſalem, for the which eMattathias made piteous la- 
Ge menta- 
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mentation, crying upon God: to _— him Md his 
Sons againſt the Heathen, that had fo. waſted the Peo- 
ple,and defiled his Sanatuary. And while he and his Sons. 
were thus mourning in Sackcloth, for the deſtruction of 
the holy City : Antivchus the King, ſent certain Com- 
miſſioners to- the City of Moain, to compel ſuch Fews 
as were fled thither, to forſake their own Laws, and t6 
ferve the Idols of the Heathen. Who (after they had tur- 
ned the heart of many) ſpake to Marrathias on this wile: 
Thou art ({aid-they) a Noble man of high reputation, 
and great in this City, and haſt many Children and Bre- 
thren : Come thou tirſt of all and fulfil the King's com- 
mandment, like as the Heathen have done, and the 
Men of J#ds, with ſuch as remain at feruſalem, and 
ſo ſhalt thou and thy Sons be 1n- favour with the King 
and greatly enriched. Nay ſaid Mat#tarhias : Though al 
Nations under the King's Dominion, fall away. every 
Man from the Law of their Fathers, yet will I, my Sons 
and-my Brethren, walk inthe Laws of our Fathers. God 
forbid we ſhould forſake the Laws and* Ordinances of 
God, -we will. not, for no Man's. pleaſure, tranſgreſs. 
. our Religion, or break the Statutes of our Law. And 
as he had: ſpoken thelſe- words, a- certain Jew came 
forth, and openly in the ſight of all Men, did ſacrifice 
unto-the Idols. upon the Altar in. the City of Modin ac- 
cording; to. the King's commandment, which thing fo. 
ieved Mattathias, that (for very. Zeal he had to the 
| ak of God). he ſtarted him up, and ran upon the ew, 
and killed bh him & the Commilſioner, that compelled: 
him ſo to do, and ran-his way crying thorow the City, 
and ſaying to the People, whoſoever is fervent inthe Law, 
and: wull keep and ſtand by the Covenant, let him fok 
low me. So:he and: his Sons fled into the Mountains, 
and many other godly Men, with their Wives and Chil- 
dren, and-all that they had, got them into the Wilder- 
nels. And being there, the Heathen went againſt them: 
( on. 
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' on the Sabbath day, and ſlew Man, Woman and Child, 
for on that day the 7ews would make no reſiſtance, but 
would dye in their innocency : 'Then Marrarhias hea- 
ring of this, was very ſorry, and counſelling with his 
friends, faid : If we do as our Brethren have done, and 
do not fight for our Lives,and our Laws,the Heathen will 
ſoon root us all out of the Earth, whereupon they con- 
cluded, that whoſoever did bid them battel on the Sab- 
bath day, that they would rather manfully fght for 
their Laws, than dye as their Brethren had done be- 
fore. Upon the which concluſion, came the whole Syna- 
gogue of the ?ews (with all ſuch as were fled for Per{ecu- 
tion) to Matrathias : And being gathered together, they 
were great an Hoſt, that they feared not their enemies, 
bur fell upon them and ſlew a great number. Aad by their 
force and ſtrength, they went about the Coaſts of I/7az/ 
and deſtroyed the Altars,and circumciſed their Children 
and kept their Laws in ſpight of them all. Finally, 
when the time of his death drew nigh, he called all his 
Sons before him, exhorting them to prefer the Laws 
and wealth of their Countrey, before their own Lives, 
and ordained Simor his eldeſt Son, to be as it were 
their Father, and ?udas Machabeus to be their Cap- 
tain, and ſo giving them his bleſſing he dyed, and was 
buried in his Fathers Sepulchre in the City of Modi.

ſtanding the hatred that he had to the Jews, yet unto 
Fudas himſelf he bare a ſecret good will and love in *9:- 44: 
his heart, and counſelled him (when they met together 
to talk of Peace) to take a Wife, and to beget Chil- 
dren. But for all that, his malice was fo great againſt 
the reſt of the Fews, and his heart ſo puft up with pride, 
thorow his invincible power and ſtrength, that he held 
up-his hand againſt the Houſe of God,” making an Oath 
that he would deſtroy ir, and break down. the Altar; 
and conſecrate the Temple of God to Bacchus. And think- 
ing all this but a trifle to bring to paſs, fold the Fews 8 cp. 
betore he came at them, promiſing to every one that 
would buy them, four-icore and ten Fews for one Ta- 
lent. But this Blaſphemer who had brought a thoufand 
Merchants with him to buy the Fews, was (by the 
help and power of God) for all his ſtout brags, ſhort- 
ly overthrown, and ſo diſcomfited, that he himſelf was 
fain to change his Apparel; and to flie alone to Anti- , ac 7.cop:

Then Noah after he had continued one Year in 
the Ark, and ſaw the Earth drie, he (at the command- 
ment. of God) iſſued out of the Ark, and incontinent 
builded an Altar, whereupon he offered a Sacrifice unto 
the Lord, of every clean Beaſt, and of every. clean 
Fowl, which Sacritice was a ſweet ſmell unto the Lord, 
and pleaſed him ſo well, that he made a promiſe to Noah, 
Gcn-9.8.9,959, that he would never more deſtroy the world with water,

tain roſe againſt him, and ſlew him in Samaria, and 
reigned in his ſtead.

Man flew Pekahis his own Lord, and fo uſurped the

them in one day, {ix hundred thouſand : and took two Pr 


hundred thouſand of Women, Sons and Daughters Pri- 
ſoners, and carried them away to Samaria, purpoſin 

to have kept them in bondage and ſlavery all their life 
long. But being admoniſhed by Oded the Prophet, he 
new arrayed them, and ſent them home again. After 
this, God ſtirred up Tig/ath King of Aſſyria againſt 


" him, which came and diſpoſleſſed him of all the Land of 


Nephtalim, and carried away his People. Finally, Hoſes 
the Son. of E/z conſpired againſt Pekah and flew him, *' 
after he had reigned twenty years, and was King af- 
cer. him. 


ÞPeleg, was the Son of Eber of the Generation of gee. is. 25. 
Sem. His Brother's name was foktay. Ar the age of 11:37,18. 
thirty years, he begot Rez, and lived after that two 
hundred and nine years. In this Man's days was the

Further- 
more, when Chrift {aid unto his Diſciples. (the night he 
knew he ſhould be apprehended) that all they ſhould be 
offended becauſe of him, Pezer (truſting. too much to his. 


own ſtrength) ſaid : Though all Men be offended be- 


cauſe of thee, yet will not. I forſake thee:. Nay, I will. 
ſuffer death;. rather.than I'will deny thee. And to per- 
form this promiſe, when 7udas came with a multitude 
of the High-Prieſts ſervants: with Swords and Staves 


to take Chriſt, Peter drew out his Sword, and ſmote:- 


off the ear of one of: the High-Prieſts ſervants : For- 
whoſe fooliſh hardineſs, Chriſt rebuked him ſharply, 
and bad him put up his Sword.

entered. into the Court of Caiaphas, And fitting among 
the Servants warming him. by the Fire, a Wench:came 
t0 him and ſaid, Art not thou one of this Man's er 
ples?

' T did ſee thee with him in the Garden: Peter denied a- 
gain, ſaying that he did not know him. Then certain 
which ſtood by, knowing Peter, faid : Surely thou 
art one of them,for thy ſpeech doth bewray thee. Then 
began Peter to curſe and ſwear, denying that ever 
he knew him: And immediately the Cock did crow. 
Peter now remembring the words of Chriſt , which 
had ſaid unto him, that before the Cock did crow, 
he ſhould deny Him thrice, was touched with in- 
ward repentance, and went out and wept bitterly. And 
after he had loſt the preſence of his Maſter, he went to

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'Philetus, was a certain Man in S. P abs dad 4 
which erred from the truth, ſaying that the reſurregion 


was paſt already: of whoſe errour Pau! warneth Ti 
mothy, ſaying on this wiſe: Study to ſhew thy ſelf appro- 


ved unto God, a Workman that needeth not to be aſha- 
med, diſtributing the word of truth juſtly: as for pro- 
fane and vain bablings, paſs thou over them, For they 
will increaſe unto ungodlineſs, and their words will 


fret as doth the diſeaſe of a Canker : of whoſe number 
is Hymeneus and Philetus, which (as concerning the 


truth) have erred, ſaying, the reſurreQtion is paſt alrea- *. 
dy, and do deſtroy the faith of many. 


Philip. To this Man, 4-ri9chas the King (at the day 
of his death) committed the governance of his young Son 
Antiochns, with the whole Realm, during his Nonage. - 
Which Philip afterward went 1ato Perſia with a great 
Hoſt, leaving the King's Son under the tuition of Ly- 
fias, who in the abſence of Philip, made Antiochus King 
1n his Fathers ſtead, adding to his name Exparer. Then 
Philip hearing of this (whole intent was to be King him- 
ſelf) returned with the King's Army out of Perſia, and 
came to Antioch, where he got the dominion. But Lyfias , 
hearing thereof, made haſte to 4ntioch, where he fought 
with Philip, and (in fine) got the City from him.

Then was the Chariot ſtayed, till they both went down 
into the Water, where Phzlip baptiſed him, And aſſoon 
as they were both out of the Water,the ſpirit of the Lord 


caught away Philip, ſo that the Chamberlain ſaw him 


no more,. who went away rejoycing. But the Angel 
ſet Philip down .in the next City called AForw, who 
walked thorowout the Country preaching in all the Ci- 
ties, till he.came to Czſarea. 


Philip, the Evangeliſt, was one of the ſeven Dea- 


cons. He dwelt in Czſarea, and had four Daughters 


which did prophelſie. 


Phinehas, the Son 'of EleaFar, was ſo jealous 
over the Laws of God, that when the Children of Iſrael 
had committed whoredome with theDaughters of Moab, 
and ſaw an Iſrae/zte (named Zimri) bring to his Bre- 
thren-a eMidianitiſh Wite (named Cozbi ) even in the 
ſight of eMoſes and all the multitude of Iſrae/ that ſtood 
before the Door of the Tabernacle, lamenting their of- 
fence, he took his Weapon in his hand and followed the 
Man into his Tent, and thruſt them both thorow the 
Bellies and killed them. And then the Plague (wherein 
were dead four and twenty thouſand) ceated. For the 
which deed, the Lord ſaid to Moſes : Phinehas the 
Son of EleaFar, hath turned away mine anger from 
the Children of Iſrae/ while he was jealous for my ſake 
among them, that I had not conſumed them all in my 
jealouſie : 
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jealouſie: Wherefore I give unto him my covenant of 


peace, to him and to his ſeed after him, even the Cove- 
nant of the Prieſts office for ever, becauſe he was jea- 
lous for his God's ſake, and made attonement for. the 
Children of Iſrael. Ep 
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Pilate, was Lieutenant of Fewry, when Anna and amb. 17. 
Caiaphes were the High-Prieſts, who with the Scribes ark 14- 


and Elders of the 7ews ſat in Couhcil upon Teſus 
(now betrayed unto them by 7444) how and by what 
means, they might diſpatch him out of the way. But 
having no Authority to condemn or put him to death, 
they brought him bound unto Pare the Temporal 
Judge, ſaying, how that they had found him perver- 
ting the People and forbidding Tribute to Ceſar, and cal- 
ling himſelf a King. Pate hearing this, demanded of 
him, whether he were a King or no. 7eſ#s neither deny- 
ing nor affirming . that he was, made anſwer that P:- 
late himſelf had {aid ſo. Then Plate ſaid unto all his 
Accuſers, how that in examining of ?eſ#s, he could not 
ſee that he had offended-in any ſuch thing, as they had 
charged him withal. The People then more vehement- 
ly affirmed, how that he had with his teaching and prea- 
ching (which he firſt began in Galilee) moved all fewry 
to follow his dotrine. When Plate perceived the Man 
to be of Galilee, and that his matter pertained to Herod's 
juriſdi&tion, he ſent him (forthwith) to Herod lying at 
Zeruſalem., Who of a long time had been deſirous to ſee 
him. But when as Herod had demanded many things 
of him, and- could have no anſwer again, he deſpiſed 
and mocked him, and fo returned him back again to 
Pilate clothed all in * white. And from that day forth

But the High-Prieſts laid fo 
many things againſt him, that Pz/are (after he had 
reaſoned .a little with eſs, concerning his Kingdom _ 
and other things) went and fat in judgment, knowing, 
right well in his conſcience, that the Prieſts of very 
envy had delivered Feſ#s unto him. And being ſer down 
upon the Judgment: Seat, his Wife ſent to him, ſaying :. 
Have thou nothing to do with that juſt Man, for I have 
ſuffered many things this' Day in a Dream, by rea- 
ſon of him. Which counſel of his Wie, nor yet his own. 
knowledge, did any thing the more move him, to defend 
the innocency of Chriſt, but asked of the People, which of 
theſe two they would have quit, Barabbas or Feſus, 
and they ſaid Barabbzs, What ſhall I then do (cuoeth 
he) with Feſus which is called Chriſt ? They all faid, ler 
him be Crucified. What evil or great offence hath he. 
done (quoth- P:/ate) that deſerveth death? The People 1 
being much more eager than they were before, cryed out 
amain to: have him Crucified. When Pzlate ſaw this, 
that he could not prevail againſt them, he took Water- 
and waſhed his hands, ſaying : I am innocent of the- 
bloud of this juſt perſon; in the which ſaying he bare wit- 
neſs of his innocency, before he condemned him. And fo 


gain, and ſaid to the People : Behold, I bring him. 
forth to you, that ye may know thatI find no fault in 
him. And when Feſ#s appeared-before them, Pz/ate ſaid: 
Behold the Man; which he ſpake in mockery, becauſe - 
that Chriſt had called himſelf a King: And when the 
High: Prieſts and Officers ſaw him, they-cryed out, Cr#- 
cifige, Crucifige.

Doſt thou not ſee, that it Iyeth in my hands, either to 
kill or ſave thee ? To that he made anſwer and (aid : 
Thou couldeſt have no power at all againſt me, except 
it were given thee from above, theretore he that delive- 
red me unto thee, hath the more (fin; and from that time 
forth Pilate ſought by all means to deliver him. But 
the Fews cryed upon him, ſaying : If chou let him go | 
thou art not Ceſar's friend, for whoſoever maketh him- 
ſelf a King, ſpeaketh againſt Ceſar. When Pilate 
heard them ſay fo, he brought Feſus forth, and ſat him 
down in the Judg:nen'-Seat, ſaying unto the People: 
Behold your King. They cryed, away with him, away 
with him, crucifie him. What (quoth Plaze) ſhall 1 
crucifie your King ? To that the High Prieſts made 
anſwer and ſaid : We have no King but Ceſar, At

And thinking to 
bring his purpoſe now better to paſs, while 4/exander 
himlelf Jay out of his Realm, he prepared a great 
Hoſt, and took his Journey into Syria, where into eve- 
ry City as he came, he was honourably received accor- 
ding to Alexander's commandment. And being his Fa- 
ther-in-law,was nothing ſuſpe&ed of Treaſon. But Pro-

to he was received, certain Men of War, to fortifie 
and keep the ſame. And when he had gotten the Domi- 
nion of all the Cities upon the Sea-coaſt, he joyned him- 
ſelf in League with Demetrius, and took his. Daughter 

from Alexander, and gave her to Demetrius : Raiſing 
up a ſlander upon Alexander, how he went about to 
Kill him. And ſo his malice and unſatiable covetouſneſs 
being openly known, he got him to Antioch, where he 
ſet two Crowns upon his Head, the Crown of Egypt 
and 4ſfia. Then Alexander (who at that time lay in the 
Countrey of C:licia.,) hearing of all that his Father-in- 
law had done, returned home, and made War againſt 
him. But-Pe/omy being the ſtronger, chaſed him into 
the, Countrey of 474bia, where the King of that Land 
ſmote off. his, Head, and ſent it to Prolomy, which plea- 


| ſure he did.,not long enjoy, for within three days after, 


Prolomy dyed himſelf. After whoſe death, his Men of 
War which he had.left in the Cities were all {lain. 


Ptolomy,. the Son of Abobys, married with the 
Daughter of Symon, Brother to Machabeus, And being 
made Captain of the Hoſt at Fericho, he began (thorow 
his great abundance. of Gold and. Silver) to wax 
proud. 
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proud and: high-minded, imagining how he might de- 
troy Symon his Father-in-law and his Sons, and fo to 
conquer the Land. And being in this mind, ir chan- 
ced Symon, (as he was going thorow the Cities'of Fewry, 
and: caring for them ) to- come down to Jericho, with 
eMattathias and Judas his Sons,- where this Ptolomy 
received him. under the-colour of great friendſhip, into 
a ftrong Caſtle of his. named Douch, and in the ſame 
-made him a great Banquet, at the which he moſt traite- 
rouſly flew Symorz his Father-in-law with both his 
Sons. This done, he wrote to A4ztioxchaus to ſend him 
an Hoſt of Men, and he would deliver the Land of Fewry 


into his hand. And further, he ſent certain Men to: 


GaX4 to kill 7ohn the third Son of Symon, and wrote 
to the Captains to come unto him, and he would re- 
ward them with Silver and Gold. But 7ohn, having 
knowledge of all the Treaſon ſlew the Meſſepgers which 
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came from Prolomy, and fo diſappointed him of all his - 


purpole. 


 Ptolomie,. firnamed eMacroz, being made a Ruler, 
purpofed ro do Juſtice unto the Fews, for the wrongs 
- thathad been done unto them, and went about to behave 
himſelf peaceably with them, for the which he was ac- 
cuſed- of his friends to. Expator, and was called oft- 
times Traytour, . becauſe he had left. Cyprus that Philos 


zmetor had committed unto him, and-came to 4ztiochus: 
Epiphanes: Therefore ſeeing that he was no more in eſti- 


mation, he was diſcouraged, and. poiſoned himſelf, and 
dyed: | | 


Publius, . was a certain Man dwelling in-the Iſle 
called Mel/:tus,and the chiefeſt Man 10 all the Iſle, who re- 
ceived Paul with all the reſt that had eſcaped the Seas, 
very gently: and lodged them three days.inihis Houſe, 
whoſe Father which lay.ſick of. an Ague,and of a bloudy 


flux,, 
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flux, Paul healed. Publius, « Latine word. - 


Gen. 39.1.5 Puittphar, was a great Lord in the Land of Egypr, 
and Steward of King Pharaoh's houſe. He bought Jo- 
ſepb of the I[þmaclites, and found him a lucky Man. And 
when he {aw that God did proſper all things under his _ 
hand, he made him Ruler and Governour of all that he 
had, and God did bleſs his houſe for Joſeph's ſake. Bur 
in the end, thorow the falſe accuſation of his Wife, he 
caſt Joſeph in Priſon.

How beit, there 
15 onenearer of Kin to thee than I, if he will do the Kin(- 
man's part unto thee, well, let him doit: If he will not, 
then will I. And fo in the Morning, he gave her ſo much 
Corn as ſhe could carry home. And ſhortly after ſhe be- 
came his Wife, and in procels, brought him forth a Son

Salmanaſar, King of /ſſpria, came in the ſeventh 
year of Hoſhea King of Iſrael, and belieged Samaria, * 
and in the third year (which was the ninth year of He- 
ſhea) he wan ir, and took Hyſhea priſoner, and carried 
him away into 4ſſpria. Salmanaſar, Peace bound. 


- Solomon, the Son of Barhfbhebs was ordained to. 
reign after his Father David, and anointed King 0- 
ver Iſrael, by Sagok the Prieſt, and Nathan the. Pro- 
phet. Who being ſtabliſhed in his Kingdom, began to 
miniſter Juſtice: firſt upon Adenijah his Brother, which 
had aſpired to the Kingdom. Secondly, upon Fob, 
which had ſlain 4bzer and Amaſa, and conſpired with. 
Adonijah. Thirdly, upon $himei, which had curſed Da- 
vid his Father. This King was ſo. dearly beloved of 
God, that in adream he appeared to him, and bad him: - 
ask whatſoever he would, and he ſhould have it. Then- 
Solomon conlidering in himſelf that he was but young, 
and thar (being called to the office of a King) how hard 
a thing it was togovern the whole multitude of the Peo- 
ple well, "deſired of God to give him an underſtanding 
heart, co judge the People, and to diſcern between good 
and evil, Which thing pleaſed the Lord fo well, that he 
gave him not only a wile and an underſtanding heart, 
but allo riches and honour, wherein he excelled all other 
Kings that ever were before or after him. And that he 
paſſed all men in wiſdom and underſtandiovg, doth ma- 
 nifeſtly appear by the wiſe.ſentence he gave upon the 
living Child, that the two Harlots ſtrove for before him. 
And allo by his three thouſand Parables, and his thou- 
ſand 'and fifty Songs, wherein were declared ſuch wiſe 
and grave ſentences, that all the world (hearing there- 
of) came to ſee his preſence, and to hear his wiſdome, 
which did fo far exceed the wildome of Erhan, He- 


P2ophets, Apolfles, 8c. 


man, fhalcal, and Dardz ( four of the notableſt 'men © 


then living ia all the world) that they fell a wondering, 
and faid, that the great fame that was bruted of his 
wiſdome and royalty before they came forth, was no- 
thing to be compared with that they had now both heard 
and (een. And as he did exceed all men in wiſdom, fo 
he did all other inriches. For he had xii. Officers which 
provided Victuals for his houſhold every Moneth in a 
year. And his ordinary expences every day was thirty 
quarters of Manchet flour, and {ixty quarcers of Meal, 
ten ſtalled Oxen, and twenty out of the Paſture, and an 
hundred Sheep, beſide Harts, Bucks, wild Goats, 
Capons, and Fowls. He -had' forty thouſand Horſes, 
and xii. thouſand Horſemen to keep them. The weight 
of Gold that came every year out of Qphir to Solomon, 
was ſix hundred three-{core and fix talents of Gold, te- 
ſide that which Merchants and other Men brought him. 
W hereof he had fo great abundance, that he made the 
Furniture of the Lord's Temple all of clean Gold. Yea, 
there was not ſo much as a drinking: Pot in all his own 
Houle, but it was of Gold: And as for Silver, he made 
it as plentiful as ſtones in the (treer. But notwithſtand- 
ing all this his wiſdom and riches, which God had gi- 
ven him, yet at the laſt he fell to loving of outlandiſh 


Women (contrary to the Law of Moſes) whereof he took - 


ſo many, that he had ſeven hundred Queens, and three 
hundred Concubines, which turned his heart to ſtrange 
gods, and made him of a wile King a ſtark fool, and 
great Idolater, for the which his horrible offence, he loſt 
the favour of God. And when he had reigned forty 
years he dyed, and was buried in the City of David, 
- and his Son Rehoboamm ſucceeded. Solomon, peaceable. 
Nathan the Prophet, called him Jed7aiah, beloved. 


Shamgar, the Son of Anath delivered Ifract from Judg. 3. ult, 


the Philiftines,and ſlew fix hundred of them with an Oxc

ſou) let me have her, for ſhe pleaſeth me-well. 
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goade. Sampgar, deſolation of the ftranger.. 
Samſon, the Son of eMarazh of the Tribe of 
Dan, was born in the City of Zorah, and became a 
mighty ſtrong man. On a time as he went to the Cit 
of [imnarh, and ſaw a Woman of the Philitines which 
liked him well, he intreated his Parents to-have her to his 
Wife. Who not contented therewith reproved him, ſay- 
ing : Is there never a Wife among the Daughters of thine 
own People and Brethren, but thou muſt take a Wife a- 
mong the uncircumciſed Philifines? Well (faid Sam- 
Fhen his 
Parents (not knowing it was the Lord's doing, that he 
ſhould ſeek an occaſion againſt the Philiftines) went 
with their Son to Timnath to ſee the Woman: And by 
the way going, Samſon (unknown to his Parents) 
flew a Lyon which came ramping upon him, and ſo-went 
forth with them and talked with the Woman. And a few 
days after, as he came again to receive his Wife, he 
burned aſide to ſee the: Carkaſe of the Lyon, and found 
in the Belly thereof, a [warm of Bees and Hony, where- 
of he rook in his hand, and went eating to his Father 
and Mother,and gave them part of the Hony. And when 
the Feaſt-day of his marriage was come, he ſaid to thirty 
young Men of his Gueſts: I will put forth a Riddle unto 
you, and if ye can dechre it me within the ſeventh day 
of the Feaſt, I will give you thirty ſheets, and thirty 
change of Rayment, and if ye, cannot, then ſhall you 
give me thelike: The Riddle is this : Out of the eater 
came meat, and out of the ſtrong:came ſweetneſs. And 
when the ſeventh day was come,and the Men had not yet 
found out the Riddle, they perſwaded: Samſor's Wife to 
get-it-out of her Husband and telF it them, who never 
reſted flattering of Samſoz and weeping before him till 
he had told her. Then they(being taught of her) went to 
Samſon before the Sun was down, and faid : What 
15. 
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15 {weeter than hony ? and what is ſtronger than a Lyon ? 
Then ſaid Samſon : If ye had not plowed with my 
Heifer,ye had not found out my Riddle. And ſo he went 
out to the City of 4skelon (one of the chiefeſt Cities of 
the PhiliiFines) and ſlew thirty men, ' and gave the ſpoil 
of them torhoſe that had expounded his Riddle,and ſo got: 
him home to his Father's houſe half diſfleafed with his: 


Wife. After a while, he went to viſit his Wife with a jude. : 5. ee. 


Kid, but when he came, his Father in-law had given 
her to another; thinking that Samſoz had hated her, and 
bad him take the younger (which was: fairer) in her 
ſtead. Then Samfon having good occalion- given hin 
againſt the Phili#tines, went out and caught three hun- 
dred Foxes, and faſtened tail to tail, and put a Fire- 
brand between the two tails, which he (et on fire (and 
ſo- ſent them into the Philiſtines Corn, and burar it up, 
with-their Vineyards, Olives. and all. The Philifines 
(knowing that Saw-ſoz had done it) went and ſet fire on 
his Father-in-law's houſe, and burnt both him and Sam- 
ſon's wife withall that ever they had. And ſent three thou- 
ſand men of Fuda (who were then-under the Philiftines) 
to Samſon, to bind him and to bring him tothem. And 


when(by his ſufferance)they had bound him, and'broughe 


him to the Phil:ifines, they gave a great ſhout when 
they ſaw him, whereat S«»ſoy brake aſunder his 
bands, as though they had been but flax. And took up 
a rotten Jawbone of an Aſs, and laid ſo about him, that 
he ſlew a thouſand Philiftines ere he refted. And*be- 
ng (ore athirſt, God made water come out of a tooth in 
the Jawbone,and ſo refreſhed him. After this, he got him 
tothe City of GaF a, and lodged in a Womans houſe that 
ſold victuals: And when he perceived the Citizens to 
watch and to go about to kill him, he got him up about 
midnight; and went to the gates of the City, which he 
rent off, bars and all, and laid them upon his ſhoulders, 
& carried them up to the top.of an high hill before Hebroz.

EFinally,, 
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F.nally, through his inordinate afﬀfe&tion to Dalilah his 
Wife, he loſt God's excellent gift, and ſo was betrayed 
tothe Philiſtines, who took and put out his eyes and caft 
him in Priſon, where they made him to grinde like a 
ſlave. And whea the great day of the Ph/:fires came, 
that they ſhould hold their Feaſt to their god Dagon, 
they ſent for Samſv- out of priſon, to play before them 
and to make them laugh. The houſe was full of Men and 


Women, fo many that in the roof of the'ſame, there was 


about three thouſand to behold Samſox while he played 
before the Lords and great men. And as he ſtood between 
the great Pillars which bare up all the houſe, he called 
vpon God in his mind, ſaying: O Lord think upon me, 
and ſtrengthen me at this time only, that I (according 
to my.vocation executing thy judgment) may be aven- 
ged on the Philiftines for my two eyes. And with that 
he caught the Pillars in his hands, ſaying : Let me loſe 
my life with the Philiſtines; and ſo ſhook the Pillars with 
all his might, and brought down the houſe upon them, 
and killed them all. Then his brethren hearing thereof, 
came and took up the body of Samſon and buried him 
with eManoah his Father , after he had judged Iſrael 
twenty years, who had been in ſubje&tion under the 
Philiſtines forty years. Samlon, there the ſecond time,

Samuel, the Son of E/kan4h and Hannah, was the 
next Judge after E/:, and the laſt that judged Iſrae/, And 
becauſe his Mother had asked him of God, therefore ſhe 
called his name Samyel., And when he was able to do 
any miniſtration in the Temple, his Mother brought him 
toE/;,and gave him untothe Lord, according to her pro- 
mile. And fo Samzel miniſtred unto the Lord before 
Eli: Andone day as he laid him down to ſleep in the 
Temple, the Lord called him: And Same/ (thinking 

| it 
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it had been his Maſter) ran to E/z, to know his 
pleaſure, who ſaid he called him not. And at the third 
time when Samuc/ came to his Maſter again, E1: 
faid unto him: Go and lay thee down once more, and 
if he call thee again, then ſay thou : Speak Lord, for 
thy ſervant heareth. And when the Lord had called him 
the fourth time, and had opened unto him, all that he had 
determined againſt the houſe of E1/: (for not correcting 


his Sons for their great wickedne(s) Samuel! went to- 


his Maſter E/;, and ( at his commandment ) told him- 


every whit what the Lord had ſaid. Now Samuel (be- 
ing the Lord's Prophet) judged the People, and was both 
loved and feared of them. And when he began to wax old, 
and was not able to bear: the burden, he made his two

Sons ( Foe! and 4biah) Judges over Iſrael, thinking 


that they would imitate his ſteps : But contrariwiſe, 
they were 1o. covetous, that (for lucre ſake) they per- 
verted all true juſtice: whereupon the Elders-of Iſrae/, 


perceiving. Samuel to be old, and his Sons given all 
to covetouſneſs, went. to- Samuel, deſiring of him that 


they might have a King to raign over them as other Na- 


tions had. Thea Samue! (hearing them ſpeak of a King)- 
was: ſore diſpleaſed. But nevertheleſs, at the Lords. 


commandment, who bad him make them a King, he 
firſt declared to them. the office and authority of a King, 
and then anointed $4x/ to be their King and Gover- 
nour, whom he ſent to G#/zal, commanding Saul to 
tarry there ſeven days, and then he would come 
and tell him what he ſhould do. - Arid on the ſeventh 
day when Samuel came to Saxl, and ſaw he had offe- 


red before he came, he asked him what he had done : 


Quoth Sau/, when I ſaw the People: begin to ſcatter 
from me, and that thou tarriedſtſo'long,” I offered burnt- 


offerings, leſt the Phi/;ftines ſhould come upon me, be- 


fore I had made my ſupplication unto-the Lord. Now

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(ſaid Samuel) thou haſt played the. fool; For if thou: 
| hadſtt

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haddeſt kept the Lords commandment, he would 
have ſtablithed thy Kingdom for ever : But'now it ſhall 
not continue. For the-Lord hath ſought him out a man, 
after his own heart, which ſhall rule the People; and fo 
Samuel departed to his houleat Gibeah, Aﬀrer this, when 
Saul had broken the Lord's cortimandment, in fa- 
ving 4zag King of the Amalekires alive, and had made 
a ſacrifice unto the Lord of their beſt Sheep and Cartel 
which he reſerved: Samuel came, whereof the King 
was very glad, and told him that he had fulfilled the 
Lord's commandment : But what meaneth then 
(quoth Sammct) the bleating of the Sheep and noiſe of 
Oxen that | hear? There are (quoth he) the beſt Sheep 
and Oxen that the People hath ſpared to ſacrifice unto 
the Lord, but the reſt have we deſtroyed. Then ſaid 
Samuel : Did not the Lord when thou wert little in thine 
own eyes, make thee King over Iſrae/, and gave thee a 
charge, utterly'to deſtroy thoſe ſinners the 4malekites ? 
And wherefore haſt thou obeyed the People and nor the 
Lord? | have (quoth he) done all that the Lord com- 
manded me, and ſaved none but Jzag : Hath the 
Lord (quoth Samzel ) as great pleaſure in burat ſacri- 
fices 'and offerings, as when the voice of the Lord is 
obeyed ? Behold, to-obey is better than-fſacrifice, and 
ro hearken is better than the fat of Rams: for rebel- 
lion is as the fin of Witchcraft, and ſtubbornneſs is as 
the wickedneſs of Idolatry: And becaule thou haſt caſt 
away the word of the Lord.. therefore hath rhe Lord 
caſt-away thee from being King. Then ſaid Sas/ : 1 
have ſinned and gone further than the (aying of the Lord, 
therefore take away my fin, and turn again with 
me, that I may worſhip the Lord. Nay (quoth Samuel) 
Ewill notireturn withthee : for:thou haſt caſt away the 
Lord, and he: hath caſt away thee, And as Samnel was 
turning hintſelf to_ have gone away , Sul caught him 
by the lap of his Garmeat, and it rent: Then ſaid Sa- 


maucel: 


»mel: the Lord hath rent the Kingdom of I/rae/ from 
thee this day, and given it to a neighbour of thine, better 
than thy ſelf: Neverthelets, through great intreaty of 
Saul, Samuel went with him. And when they had 
worlhipped the Lord, 4gag was brought to Samuel, 
who took and hewed him in pieces, and fo departed to 
Ramah : where he mourned (o long for $8as/, till the 
Lord reproved him for it, and ſent him to Berhlehem to 
anoint David, Which thing done, he went home a- 
gain to Ramah, where he remained until he dyed.

Sapphira, the Wife of An4ani@,being of his Coun- 43.5, 1,8, 
ſel in keeping away part of the price of a poſſeffion 
which they had fold, came unto Peter abuut 'three 
hours after her Husband, (ignorant of that which was 
done) unto whom Peter ſaid : ' Tell me Sapphira, ſold 
ye the Land for ſo much? yea, (quoth ſhe) for ſo much.

out. And with that ſhe fell dowa and gaye up the ghoſt.

And when Sas! was come into the midit of the City, 
he met Samuel! coming toward him, going up to the 
H:ll. And as Samuel! beheld Saul, the Lord {aid unto 
him : this is the Man which I told rhee yeſterday, I 
would ſend this day unto thee, to. be King of I/rac!, 
Then Samuel took him up with him to the Hill, and ſet 
him in the chiefeſt Sear among his Gueſts, and made 
him eat with them. And the Feaſt being done, he went 
and anointed Sal King, and toid him what he ſhould 
do after his departure from him. And going from $4- 
muecl, the Lord gave him another manner of heart than 
he had before. So that he prophefied among the Pro- 
phets, and was ſo greatly honoured of all men,. that af- 
ter he had delivered the City of Jebeſh out of the hands 
of Nahaſh King of the Az»monites,the People renewed his 
Kingdom, which God would have ſtabliſhed for ever, 
if he had not diſobeyed his commandment, in taking 
upon him to offer burnt-ſacrifice before Samuel came, 
and alſo to ſave 4gag whom he was commanded tode- 
ftrroy. And for this his diſobedience, the Lord took his. 
ſpirit from Saul, and gaye it to David, and gave un- 
to Saul an. evil (pirit to vex him withal. Then $as/ 
ſeeing the ſpirit of the Lord departed from him,and gone 
to David, he ſought by all means to deſtroy him, but 
never could came to his purpoſe. Finally, Saul being 
fore cumbred with the Phili#izes, he went to an En- 
chanter (notwithſtanding he. had expelled all' of that 
Art before) to raiſe him up Samuel, who being raiſed 
up, told him, that for as much as he had diſobeyed 
the Lord, and not executed his fierce wrath upon the

Come forth, come forth, thou*bloud ſhedder, and man 
of Belial : The Lord-hath brought upon thee now all 
the bloud of the houle of Saul, in whoſe ſtead thou haſt 
raigned. The Lord hath delivered the Kingdom in- 
to the hand of Abſalom thy Son. And behold thou art 
come to thy miſchief, becauſe thou art a murtherer. 
And for all this, would David ſuffer no man to do him 
harm. Sothar Shimet went on ſtill, curfing and railing, 
and hurling of ſtones and dirt at David like a mad- 
man. But when the time came that David ſhould be re- 
ſtored to hiyy Kingdom again, then Shimee; (that in his 
adverſity was his moſt cruc] enemy) was now 1a his 
proſperity one of the firſt that met him to bring him

which ſeeing that Sa/maraſar his Predecefior had con: © | 
quered the King of I/-ae/ and made them Triburaries, 
thought it.good ro ſet upon the King of Jada, who at that

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time was the godly and moſt noble Ezechias. And when 
Sexnacherib had gotten .into his hands all the chief 
Cities of Juds and Benjamin, ſave only Feruſalem, 
he beſieged that alſo, with ſuch might and power, that 
Ezechias was fain to ſubmit himſelf to the mercy of 
Sennacherib, offering him tribute, ſo much as he would 

demand. Upon which offer, Sennacherib promiſed - 
EFechizs, that if he would pay him three hundred ta- 
lents of filver, and one of gold, his land ſhould be ſafe and 
19 quiet, which promiſe he kept truly till the mony were 
payed. But as ſoon as he had received the money, he ſent 
back again three of the greateſt Captains he had, to 
make freſh War againſt EFechias. And when they had 
pitched their Tents about Fernſalem, they ſent for Eze- 
chias to come and ſpeak with them, who fearing his 
own life, ſent three of his Noble-men unto them to 
know the matter. And when they had heard all the 

2 Xing. 19. blaſphemous words of Rabſhekah, they returned and told 

them to EFechias, Who hearing thoſe evil news, rent 
his cloaths, and put on ſackcloth, and fell proſtrate upon 
his face, and prayed untd the Lord to help him, and to 
have mercy upon his people, and beſide that, he ſent to E- 
ſay the Prophet, deſiring him to pray unto the Lord for 
them: whoſe Prayer the Lord heard, and bad him go 
tell Ezechias, that the blaſphemous railing of Ratſhrkah 
ſhould turn to his great ſhame, for he ſhould go home 
again without victory, and never a ſtroke ſtricken. 
And fo Almighty God ſent his Angel which plagued 
the whole Army of the 4ſſprians with ſuch a Peſtilence, 
that in one Night there dyed 185.thouſand. At the which 
ſuddain death, Rabſbekah and all his Hoſt that were left, 
ran away. And then, Sexzacherib got him to Niniveh, 
where at the laſt, being 1n the Temple, worſhipping his 
God Niſroch, his own Sons flew him. Sennacherib, 
the buſh of deſtruttion. 


Sehon., 
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Sehon, was' King of the Amorites, whoſe Land wuns, zr. 21, 


bordered ſo upon the Land of Canaay, that Moſes could 
not paſs from the Deſart of Cadeſh to Canaar, but he 
muſt needs go thorow it ; wherefore Moſes ſent Meſſen: 
gers to King Sehoz, beſceching him of licence to paſs tho- 
row his land by the Kings highway,and he would neirher 
hurt his Fields nor Vineyards,neither yet take ſo much as 
one drop of water for him and his Cattel todrink, but he 
would pay for it. Which reaſonable requeſt; Sehoz refuled. 
And thinking to have overcome eMoſes and all his People 
(becauſe they were ſtrangers ſore laboured and wearied 
and knew* not the Coaſt of his Coufitrey, neither the 
ſhifts of the Realm) he made out two great Armies a- 
gainſt Moſes : Who hearing thereof was fo afraid that 
he asked counſel of God what he ſhould do: And God 
bad him not fear, but fight manfully and: boldly with 
them, for the victory ſhould be his. And fo was Sehon 
with all his power and policy overthrown. Sehon, 4 
rooting out, or treading under foot. 


Sephoza, and Phua, were two of the Chiefeſt 
Midwives in all Egypr, unto whom King Pharavh gave 
a commandment, that whenſfoever they did execute rheir 
office among the Women of the Hebrews, and ſaw in the 
birth a Man-child, they ſhould kill it. Bur they, (fearing 
God more than man) brake his commandment, and 
ſaved all the Men-children, laying for their excuſe unto 
the King, that the Women of the Hebrews were not as 
the Women of Egypr, bur fo ſtrong and lively Women 
that they were delivered before the Mid wives came. 
And for this deed, God dealt mercifully with the Mid- 
wives, becaule they feared him,and made them to proſper.

Seſac, look Siſach.. 


Dichem, the Son of Hemor the Hivite, raviſhed 
Dinah the Daughter of 7acob. For the which deed, Si- 
meon and Levi(the Brothers of Dinah)ſlew both Sichem, 
and his Father Hemer with many more. 


Did:ach, eMeſpach and 4bednego, were three of Da- 
nic's companions, and of the Children of F#da. Which: 
three young men. Nabuchodowoſor ( at Daniel's interceſ. 
fion) made Rulers over all the Officers in the Land of 
Babylon. And becauſe they would not fall down to-the 
King's golden Image which-he had: made and ſet up to 
be worthipped, they were acculed to the King, as tranſ- 
greflors of his commandment. And being brought 
before the King, he ſtraitly charged them, to be ready 
the next day when they heard the noiſe of Trampers 
and other Inſtruments of Mulick, to fall down and wor- 
ſhip his Image as others did, or elſe they ſhould be caſt 
to the hot burning Furnace, and thea let ſee (quoth = 
: what

what god is able todeliver you out of my hands They 
anfwered and ſaid : Oh Nabuchodonoſor, we ought 
not to conſent tothee in this matter : For why : our God 
whom we ſerve is able to keep us from the hot burning 
Furnace, (O King) and can right well deliver us our 
of thy hands: And though he will not, yet ſhalt thou know 
(O King) that we will not ſerve thy gods,- nor do reve- 
rence to that Image which thou haſt ſer up: The King 
hearing this, was ſo full of indignation, that he cauſed the 
ſtrongeſt men that were in all his Hoſt,to bind them hand 
and foot, and caſt them into the Furnace, which Furnace 
was made ſo exceeding hot, that the flame of the fire de- 
ſtroyed thoſe men that caſt them in. And'as the King look- 
ed into the Furnace after the men, he ſaw four walking at 
liberty in the midſt of the Furnace,8 the fourth man was 
like unto the Son of God to look upon. And being ſore a- 
ſtonied thereat, he went to the Furnace mouth and faid: 
O ye ſervams of God,- come out of the Furnace. - And 
when they were come forth, it could not be perceived, 
neither by the hair of their Heads, nor by the ſmell of 
their Garments, that ever any fire had touched them. 
And (o the King praiſed the God of Sidrach, Meſbach and 
Abeanego, and promoted them to honour. 


Silas, was a certain Diſciple ' ſent with Paul 42:15. 27; 


and Barnabas and other choſen brethren, to Antioch to 
pacifie the variance, which was there happened about 
circumciſion. And after the falling out of Paw/ and Bar- 
nabas about John «Mark, Silas became Pans com- 
panion, and fellow-labourer in the Goſpel a great while, 
and was in bonds with him at Phzlippi, where they 
converted the Jayler and all the Priddgers, and were de- 
livered as Romans, From thenee they departed to 
Theſſalonica, where the 7ewes et the City in ſuch an 
uproar againſt them, that-Pa»/ was fain to flye to A- 


thens, leaving Silas behind him, with a precept, to make

City of Fe- 
ruſalem, And when he ſaw that he could not overcome 
O-:i44 and the other Prieſts that reſifted him, he got 
him to Apollonivs, which then was Governour of Ce/e- 
ſrria and Phenice, and. told him that the Treaſury in 
Jeruſalem was full of innumerable. money, which did 
not. belong to the proviſion of the ſacrifice, and that it 
were poſſible that theſe things might come to the King's 
hands : . But when this betrayer of the money and of his #4 
own natural. Countrey, ſaw the great Plague that fell 
on Heliodorus, (which was ſent for the money) and that 
his curſed device could take no.place, then he fell to rail- 
ing and ſlandering of Ozias, reporting, of him, that 
he had moved Heliodorns to that malicious enterpriſe, 
yea, ſo much increaſed his malice againſt the godly man 
O-4as, that he could not ſpeak well of him. ; Wherefore 
Orias (the malice of S797 compelling him thereunto) 
complained on Simon to Seleucus the King , to have

Steven, a Man'full of faith, and'of the Holy Ghoſt, 
was one of the {even Deacons cholen in'the Congrega- 
tion, te make proviſion for the pvor, which did great 
Wonders and Miracles. among the People. Againſt 
whom aroſe certaia of the Synagogue, which were 
called Libertines, Cyrenians, and of Alexandria, Cilicia, 
and 4ſza,which diſputed with him. And when they could 
not reſiſt his wiſdom, and the ſpirit of God wherewith- 
he ſpake, they acculed him of blaſphemy againſt God 
and. Moſes., and- brought him. before. the Council. with 
their falle witneſſes ready, which ſaid : We heard this 
fellow ſpeak blaſphemous. words againſt. this holy 
place and Law, faying that J#s of NaFarerh ſhould 
deſtroy this place, and change the Ordinances which 
Moſes gave us. And all the Council looked ſtedfaſtly up- 
on-him, and ſaw his face, as'it had beenithe face of an 
Angel. Then $teven, (for as much as he was accuſed to 
be a denyer of God) made an earneſt anſwer unto his 
accuſation, in the end whereof, the Council waxed fo- 
angry againit/him, that their hearts clave aſunder, and 
gnaſhed on him:with their:teeth; But he (being full of the:

Suſanna, the Daughter of He/chiv, was a very 
fair Woman, given toall yertue and godlineſs. Her hul: 
band's name was Feachim, a Man of great reputation 
among the Fews. In the firſt year that Suſanne was 
married, 'there were two Judges made which reſorted 


Suſanna 1. 


much to Foachim's houſe, and all{uchas had any thing - 


todo in the Law, came thither unto them.. Theſe two 
Judges (being wicked men) were ſo wounded with the 
love of S»ſanxa, and burned fo in luſt after her, thatthey 
could not tell what todo: But neither durlſt tell the o- 
ther his grief, nor yet (for ſhame) utter their inordinate 
luſt unto her. And ſo on a day,whea they had (at long in 
Jeachim's houſe about matters of the Law, and waited 
for to have their purpoſe on Ssſazsa, and could not, 
they brake up and went home todinner: And at their re- 
rurn again together, the one brake to the other their 
whole minds, and appointed a time, when they might 
take her alone. And when they had {pyed out a conve- 
nient time, that S#ſazza went into the Garden (as her 
manner was) with two of her Maidens only, to waſh her 
ſelf, theſe two hid themſelves in the Garden agiinſt 
her coming. And aſſoon as the Maidens had thut the 
Orchard-doors, and were gone for Oyl and Sope for 
their Miſtreſs, the two Elders came upon Suſanna, 
and ſaid : The Garden doors be now ſhut that no man 
can ſee us, and we burn in luſt towards thee, therefore 
conſent, and lye with us ; if thou wilt not, we-wall bear

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witneſs againſt thee that a young Man was in the Or- 
chard with thee,and therefore thou ſenteſt away thy Mai- 
dens. Then $#«ſazn4 ſighed and ſaid : If 1 do follow 
your minds,it will be my death: and if I conſent notun- 
to you I cannot eſcape your hands. It is better for me 
to fall into your hands without the deed doing, than to 
fin in the ſight of the Lord. And with that cryed out 
with a loud voice, and the Elders cryed out againſt 
her ; which clamour on both parties was ſo great, that 
it was heard among the Servants without, which 
ran to the Orchard-door and burſt it open, to ſee what 
the matter was: And when the Servants had heard the 
Elders report of S»ſa4na, they were greatly aſhamed, 
for there was never ſuch a report made of $#ſannas be- 
fore. And ſoon the next morrow, the two Elders (full 
of miſchievous imaginations ) declared the matter to 
Joachim her husband to bring her to death. And when ſhe 
wascome with her Father and Mother, her Children and 
all her kinred,to be judged according to the law ,ſhe ſtood 
before the two wicked Judges with her Face covered, 
who commanded to take the Cloth from her face, that at 
the leaſt they might be ſatisfied with her beauty : which 
thing being done, the Judges ſtood up and laid their 
hands upon the head of Ssſanza, ſaying: As we were 
walking in. the Orchard alone, this Woman came in 
with her two Maidens, whom ſhe ſent away from her, 
making faſt the Orchard-door after them. Then ſtarted 
there up a young Fellow which lay hid in the Garden, 
and went unto her, & lay with her. Then we which ſtood 
1n a corner ſeeing this wickedneſs, ran unto them, and 
ſaw them as they were together, but we could not hold 
the fellow, for he was ſtronger thap-we, and got open 
the doorand leaped-out: And when we demanded of her 
what fellow it was, ſhe-would nor tell us: This is the 
matter, and we be witneſles of the-ſlame. Then S»ſanne 
cryed out- and faid-: O-everlaſting God, thou —_— 
of.

pear on Horſeback, with Bridles of Gold leading the 
Fews, and two of them having eMaccabew between 
them ) that Tzmorhy's Hoſt were ſo confounded with 
blindneſs and fo ſore afraid, that they fell down and 
were ſlain of them, twenty thouſand and five hundred 
Foot-men, with ſix hundred Horſemen, and he himſelf 


fain to take the ſtrong hold of GaFar, to the which 


eMaccabens laid fiege four days, and could not win 
it, Wherefore they within (truſting to the ſtrength of 
the hold) fell to curfing and railing on the Jews with 
moſt ſpiteful words, and made ſo great cracks and 
boaſt of their ſtrength, that on the fitth day, the Fews 


were ſo chafed in their minds, that with bold courage. 


they ſcaled the Walls, and ſet the Ports on fire, and 
burnt thoſe crackers and blaſphemers, and got the Caſtle 
which was two days in deſtroying, where (at the laſt) 

they found Timothy (which was crept into a corner) and 
fle » him, with Ceres his Brother, Captain of the Caſtle.

Timothy, was- a certain. godly Diſciple, whoſe 
Mother. was a. Jew, and his Father-a Grecian, Of this

Paul 
was much deſirous to have him go forth with him in his 
Journey,wherefore he took and circumciſed him, becauſe 
of the Fews in thoſe Cgnreens, which knew his Fa- 
ther to-be a Greek. And fo went Timothy forth with 
Paul, and ( as he reporteth ) even as a Son with the 
Father, beſtowed he his labour with him upon the 
Goſpel.

Tobp, was a godly Man of the Tribe and City of Tov. :. 
'ephtali : And being brought into great cap*ivity, in 
the days of $a/manaſar King of A4ſſyria, yer would he 
not forſake the way of truth, nor worſhip the golden 
Calyes (as others did) neither yet defile himſelf with the 
Heathens meat , but always kept his heart pure unto 
God. For the which, the Lord gave him ſuch favour in 
the ſight of Sa/manaſar the King, that Toby had power 
to go where he would, and to do whatſoever he liſted. 
Then Toby having this liberty, went about comforting 
all thoſe that were in Priſon, both with his goods and 
godly exhortations. Such was his daily exercile to feed 
the hungry, to cloath the naked, and to bury the dead, 
with ſuch like deeds of Charity. And whea the time 
came that Sexnacherib (which hated the Children of If 
racl) raigned in his Father's ſtead, and 1n his wrath flew . 
many of them : Toby buried their bodies, for the which 
the King commanded to lay him, and to take away his

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goods, who nevertheleſs (through friendſhip) eſcaped 

and fled.

And ſitting 

at the Table with his Gueſts, one rold him there lay an 

Iſraelite ſlain in the ſtreet, who then immediately leapt 

from the Board, and went faſting to the dead Corpſe, and 

brought him home to Ris houſe, where he hid him pri- 

vily until the Sun was down, and then buried him. 

For the which deed his friends reproved' him, becauſe 

he had been in danger bur a little before, even for. the 

like matter. Bur nevertheleſs, Toby (fearing GOD 
more than the King ) would take the ſlain, and hide 
them in his houſe, and bury them at Midnight. Info- 

much that one time he was ſo weary with burying the 
dead, that he got him home, and laid him down be- 

ſide a Wall for wearineſs, where he fell aſleep: And fo 
lying, there fell down upon his eyes, warm dung out 
of a Swallows Neſt, which took away his ſight, that he 
could not ſee, againſt the which plague of blindneſs he 

never grudged, but remained ſtedfaſt in the fear of 
God, giving him thanks as well for that, as other gifts 

of health. And this temptation God ſuffered to fall on 
Toby, for an example of patience to all that ſhould come 
after.

And lived after he had received his ſight two and 
forty years, and {o he dyed at the age of an hundred and 
two years, and was honourably buried in the City of 
Ninive.

Toby, the Son of Toby, being brought up in the 
fear of God, followed the vertuous ſteps of his Father. 
in 
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in all things. He was ſent'to the City of Rages to one 
Gabael for certain Money which his Father had lenr 
him. And (after many dangers by the way) was, by <«. cap, 
God's providence, whole Angel was his guide, married 
there, to the Daughter of Rague/, whoſe name was $474. 
And when he had tarried with his Father and Mother-in- 
law, about fourteen days, he returned home with much  s. 
ſubſtance , to the great conſolation and comfort of old 
Toby his Father, and Az» his Mother. After whoſe 
death (when he had remained at A/zzive the ſpace of two 
and forty years) he departed with his Wife and ſeven *# 
Sons to the City of Kages, where he found' his Fa- 
| ther and Mother-in law , both living in great age, on 
whom he took the care until they died, arftl was Heir to 
all their Goods. And when this Toby had lived xcix. 
years, he dyed and was buried. After whoſe death, his 
Poſterity continued in ſuch an holy converfation of life, 
that they were beloved and accepted. both of God and

And when he had got the govern- 
ment of the young King, he conceived treaſon againſt 
him, which he thought could never be well brought to 
paſs, ſo long as Fexathean ( whom the King had made 
High Prieſt)*was his friend, wherefore he ſought to 
kill Fonarhay, that he might come the eafier by his wick- 
ed purpoſe. So Trzphoz went to a place called Berhſan, 
at the which place Jonathan met him with forty thou- 
ſand Men. Then Tryphon perceiving the great Hoſt 
that Jonathan brought, was afraid, and thought it.not 
beſt to meddle with him at that time, but to uſe ſome po- 
licy how to betray him.
